HE present war has indicated a perfect 
and inexpensive weapon to guard the 
coasts of the United States from a foreign 

invader. The submarine has shown something 
of its great capacity, enough to warrant a thor- 
ough revision of the defense plans of the United 
States. 

We must put our navy under water before an 
invader does it with shot and shell. 

I should, set about the forming of a great flotil- 
la of various types of submarine craft which 
would be capable not only of adequately defend- 
ing both the Pacific and Atlantic coasts, but also 
able to cross the ocean and bottle the enemy’s 
warships and transports in their home waters. 
The plan may seem radical—it is radical—but it 
is founded on the lessons which the war has al- 
ready taught. 
been all but useless. 

The German ships are preserved behind bar- 
riers in the Kiel Canal; the last report of the 
great English squadron placed it somewhere to 
the north of Ireland. Scouting cruisers, destroy- 
ers and submarines hold the channel! for England. 
The really effective commerce destruction of Ger- 
many, no matter how offensively and inhumanely 
conducted, has been by the under-water boat. 

It is well-nigh impossible to defend against the 
present submarine—it will be impossible to defend 
against the submarines which can now be built. 

‘Yor many years the naval constructors of all 
countries have sought a means of making a war- 
ship’s hull ihvulnerable, but they have given up 
‘tthe task. 

Bulkhead construction is not feasible; the Lusi- 
tania had more compartments and a greater re- 
verve buoyancy than an armored ship can ever 
have, and yet she sank within a few minutes. The 
English catch submarines with great steel nets, 
but these are useless against the type of craft 
which might be termed an undersea automobile. 
The Germans have not been able to prevent the 
transport of the English troops into France, be- 
cause, as I am informed, the British have run a 
jane of nets across the channel, mined each side 
end stationed scores of fast patrol boats on 
the surface. 

This is the ultimate in protection, unless the 
submarine can travel on the earth below the 
water; all this elaboration would be fruitless as 
against the new automobile type. 


“UNDER-SEA TACTICS ARE NOT FAIR; 
WAR NOT A GAME OF FAIRNESS” 


S to the best type of submarine, no defense 
has been devised which relatively is more 

: efficacious than a sheet of painted canvas 
against a 42-centimeter rifle. It is said that under- 
sea tactics are not fair; but war is not a game of 
fairness. 

It was not fair to use a rifle against a bow and 
arrow, a Monitor against a Merrimac or a mit- 
rallleuse against a mere rifle. The submarine 
boat is not an adjunct to naval warfare—it is a 
new and powerful force and must be treated as 
such. 

One hundred and fifty submarine of various 
sizes and types will render the two coasts of the 
United States immune. Another 50 will more 
than guard the colonies: I would distribute 100 
cf the boats on the Atlantic seaboard and another 
50 on the Pacific; the smaller number on the 
Pacific is because that coast does not offer so 
Many vulnerable spots as the Atlantic. ; 

It would be desirable and highly feasible to 
carry the war into the camp of the enemy by 
means of somewhat more powerful craft provided 
with undersea supply stations. The addition of 
bottom wheels and a diving compartment com- 
plete the efficiency of the submarine. The ves- 
gel {es what might be termed a submarine auto- 
mobile, and it may be navigated over the bottom 
es readily as an automobile on the surface of the 
earth. The submarine automobile has one creat 
advantage over the surface type in its ability to

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Submarine Is Still in 
Infancy as a Fighting 
Force, Says Simon Lake 


HE submarine is virtually in its tr 
T fancy, says Inventor Simon Lake. 
He holds it must not be mistaken 
as an adjunct to naval war; it is a new and 
powerful force—how powerful, how force- 
ful has not yet been determined. The new 
submarine, says Lake, will be on wheels, 
and will run about on the bottom of the sea 
something on the order of the automobile, 
and will carry stoves, fuel and provisions 
to anchored storehouses; beneath the waters.

od of control as was found to be satisfactory in 
deep water, for the reason that the vessel would 
pump up and down with the rise and fall of the 
sea. 

Neither could the vessel lie at_rest on the bot- 
tom, as the lift of the ground swell in bad weather 
was sufficient, even with a considerable negative 
buoyancy, to cause the vessel to pound so badly 
that the storage battery plates would be destroyed 
in a few minutes, 

I, therefore, suspended the wheels on swinging 
arms and applied a cushioning cylinder. The hull 
of the vessel was then free to move up and down, 
cynchronizing with the lift of the ground swell, 
and at the same time the weight of the wheels 


kept the submarine close to the bottom and able 
to keep her position while at rest or to be navi- 
gated over the bottom at any speed desired.

RAVELING on wheels along the bottom of 
ay the ocean is not so difficult as it seems. 
I have run many miles in the beds of the 
Chesapeake and Sandy Hook bays along the At- 
lantic coast, through Long Island Sound, in the 
Gulf of Finland and the Baltic Sea. I have never 
seen and the charts do not disclose a bottom 
which is too rough to be readily navigable. When 
traveling on the bottom, one need never come 
to the surface for observation, for the revolution

firing needs a highly developed man, and those 
are plenty in the navy. The handling of a sub- 
marine may be learned in one day by any naval 
officer who can run a surface launch. It is merely 
a matter of setting the hydroplanes and going 
down. 

Of course, there is a considerable amount of 
machinery, but it is all machinery with which the 
average sailor has already had plenty of ex- 
perience. 

Many of the early submarines were prone to 
dive unexpectedly while running submerged, be- 
cause they lacked longitudinal stability and had 
t+ be inclined from the horizontal to go under 
water. These submarines had no fixed center of 
gravity. The crew, fuel and stores varied in 
weight and position, while partially filled bai- 
last tanks gave a shifting water ballast which 
rushed forward when the boat was inclined by 
the bow to dive and sometimes plunged its head 
first into the bottom. These plunges were often 
too much for the man at the diving rudder, and 
several cases have occurred where the vessel had

rect chart with even more ease than on the 
surface. 

I also commend the inclusion of a diving bell. 
This is incorporated in the hull of the vessel 
and kept free of water by compressed air in ex- 
actly the same manner as the familiar caisson 
which is so extensively used in the construction 
of the foundations of bridges and underwater 
tunnels. A simple air lock gives easy passage 
from the boat to the bottom of the sea. Divers 
can then;plant or remove mines with impunity. 

The uhdersea supply ship is a necessary cor- 
ollary to the eventual submarine. The weakness 
of the submarine is that it must come to the sur- 
face to gain air, fuel and food. 
readily given below the surface of the water from ( 
an achored storehouse. It is a very simple mat- 
ter to construct a tender which can be towed 
by the submarine to a suitable point and thers 
anchored on the bed of the sea. The entire con- 
trol of the submergence of the tender may be 
from the mobile craft by means of compressed air, 
or electrical connection, or both. A diving bells 
in the tender will permit easy access for stores, 
while the fuel supply can be pumped aboard. I 
have used a tender with most of these features 
in Long Island Sound. 

If one chooses to carry a war to the enemy, it 
is only necessary to send several submarines of 
the foreign type, with their tenders. They would 
travel slowly on the surface, but could dive out 
of harm’s way at any moment. Let them ap- 


proach the harbor where the enemy has its fleet 
of transports; a station may be selected at night 
without fear of discovery and the tender moored. 
Then the submarines may leisurely and safely 
explore the harbor from the bottom.

HE danger of the discovery of the store-

HB danger of unexpected diving has been 
T practically eliminated in the modern de- 

signs; the even keel principle, which uses 
hydroplanes to secure submergence on: a leve! 
keel, is being very generally used. Most Govern- 
ment stipulate that the submarines shall not vary 
from an even keel] to any considerable extent. The 
modern craft will not deviate more than five 
degrees while the old timers frequently went to 43 
degrees. : 

The present submarine is a comparatively small 
craft, but large enough for its purpose. A sub- 
marine for coast defense need not exceed 500 
tons. 

Germany has craft of 800 tons and may now 
have larger, while France had a boat of 1100 tons 
at the opening of the war. 

The United States has no submarine in com- 
mission of over 500 tons, but Congress has author- 
ized a boat to make a surface speed of 25 knots, 
and this speed will require a tonnage of at least 
1500. Great speed on the surface is possible, but 
has few advantages as compared with the enor- 
mous propelling power required. For instance, 
the amount of power which will suffice for 100 
miles at five knots will carry the same boat only 
26 miles at eight and a half-knots and only one 
If a 15-knot pace requires 1000 
horsepower, a 25-knot rate needs 10,000. The

From every viewpoint f the submarine is the 
logical instrument for defending the United States 
from sea attack. It is the only force which can- 
not be met by force. The battleship is good until 
a more powerful one comes along. A fight is a 
matching of forces, and other things being equal, 
the greater force will win. 

The submarine does not fight: it destroys with- 
out harm to itself, and there is no limit to the 
number of ships one boat may send to the bot- 
tom. The presence of a great fleet is only a field 
of greater opportunity for deadly action.

Day | in Trenches; Often Called for Night Practice 


Lain Hee Young Americans, What War Would Mean to You 
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Group of Round Living 
What a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent 


Saw at Camp Niagara, 


Where Liquor Is Barred and Where the Eager Young Volunteers 
Hope Daily for the Call That Will Take Them to the Front.

NIAGARA-ON-THE-LAKE, Ontario, July 3. 


ITHIN a day’s journey of St. Louis, 

W American visitors can stand in the 

freshly-dug trenches of King George’s 

soldiers, and can see thousands of men in green- 

ish-gray khaki, with an occasional line of kilted 

Highlanders, marching to the martial airs of En- 
gland. 

Niagara Camp, lying along the Niagara River, 
near this town, 13 miles below the falls, and 
within a short distance of Lake Ontario, is the 
nearest that the great war has yet come to Post- 
Dispatch readers. Here Americans can view, not 
actual war, but an advanced stage in the pre- 
paration of men who will, in all probability, soon 
be on the firing line in Europe. Here, too, the 
American who believes that this country must 
make active preparation for war, can see what 
such preparation will require of the men of 
America—or, to be personal, of himself. It was 
ir this spirit of inquiry that I spent a day at 
Niagara Camp this week. 

“Semper Paratus’’—always prepared—are the 
words which appear beneath Canada’s maple lenf, 
on the uniforms of her enlisted men. These 
words, and the busy scenes of the camp, find an 
odd contrast wheh one looks across the Niagara 
River, at the American Fort Niagara, on a New 
York promonotory overlooking Lake Ontario. 
For, save for a fluttering flag, which returns 
the salute of the lofty British flag on this side, 
Fort Niagara is virtually abandoned, and a boat- 
load of Canadian recruits could go over and take 
it before breakfast any morning. 


‘The. Bugles in the Woods.” 
ESCENDING the river on the Lewiston-To- 
D ronto boats, and approaching the lake, 
Americans get their first hint that they 
are in a “war zone” when they hear the racket of 
bugles in the woods. The sound of bagpipes fre- 
quently mingles with this trumpeting, and at 
certain hours a fine military band is heard. “Boy 
Scouts” is the ingenious guess of some tourists, 
who scan the long rows of tents near the ridge, 
and who perchance learn, when they get to To- 
ronto, that they have passed the training camp, 
second in size and importance, in the Dominion. 
Camp Valcartier, Quebec, holds first place. 

Three battalions, the Thirty-fifth, Thirty-sev- 
enth and Fifty-eighth, an officers’ training school 
and two batteries, the Thirtieth and Thirty-first— 
a total of 4000 men—now form Niagara Camp. 
The officers expect further battalions, but be- 
fore they arrive, some of the battalions now here 
may start for England. The men of the Thirty- 
fifth, most of them residents of Toronto, have 
all had furloughs within the last few days, and 
their understanding has been that this visit to 
their homes would be the last. Many of them 
are hoping that they may bé sent to the Darda- 
nelles. But their chief wish, and the chief de- 
sire, apparently, in the camp, is to get to the 
front—somewhere—in the shortest possible time 

In the present daily life of these men, the ma- 
jority of them city bred, and many of them uni- 
versity graduates afd members of the professions, 
can be seen the demands which war, or active 
preparation for war, would make upon the men 
of this country. It is hardly likely that such a 
number of men could be more healthfully located, 
or better cared for, in any camp which our own 
Government could establish. And they could 
hardly be put through a more severe course of 
training than these Canadians are getting. 


15 Hours Drill a Day. 
HE volunteers of Niagara Camp live seven 
T or eight in a tent. The tents have round 
wooden floors, 12 feet in diameter. Each 
man must keep his belongings within a space of 
about four feet at the outer edge of the floor, and 
must sleep with his head by his own stuff, and 


tis feet toward the central tent pole. 
Theoretically, the tents are supposed to hold 18 


| 
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of arms, chief occupation of American militia- 
men, takes a minor place here, except with new 
recruits. . Trench digging, sanitation, Swedish 
gymnastic exercises, guard duty, marches through 
the Ontario countryside toward Hamilton vr 
Queenstown, rifle practice on a range two miles 
from the camp, and constant evolutions on the 
great parade ground, fill the day. 

Night does not necessarily mean rest, for sol- 
diers at the front must be on guard always. So 
the men here must sleep in readiness to be called 
out, to execute or repel an attack, or to dig a 
trench without lights, in. the fashion in which 
trench digging must usually be done in warfare. 

And in what seem to be the day’s leisure mo- 
ments, the sharp attention of noncommissione1 
officers is never lacking. A blanket has been im- 
properly spread out, or a cup and saucer haves 
not been cleaned, and the man who is, for the 
moment, taking his ease, must get up and busy 
himself. 


Submit to Operations to Enlist. 
ERE. and there, I found a man on “light 
di duty,” regaining his strength after a peri- 
od in the camp hospital, following < 
“minor operation.” These operations, to remov> 
disqualifications which come from a sedentarv 
life, or from overstrain in athletics, have kept 
surgeons busy for the past two months. There 
could hardly beA more significant fact, as show- 
ing the spirit in which these Canadians have gone 
into the war. | 
In the physical examinations which follow en 
listment these defects are found—enlarged veins, 
toe deformities, hernias—and the men are told 
that they cannot be accepted, unless they are 
operated on. Almost without exception, the re- 
cruit has replied: ‘“‘Bring on your knife.”’ 
Innoculation against typhoid, by injections on 
each side of the chest, is a commonplace, being 


required of all the men. 
Visiting the Thirty-seventh Battalion at lunch- 


time, I saw the men getting their ration of beef,- 


beans, beets and cabbage, with white bread and 
jam or fruit preserve. There is little criticism 
of the camp menu as to abundance or variety, 
but occasional complaints of unskilled cooks, or 
o” cooks who specialize too greatly in beans, are 
heard. 

The chief cook of the Thirty-seventh explainel 
to me the use to which he expects to put two 
great kitchen wagons, the gift of an Ontario town. 
He declared the wagons were of a type superior 
te those which the Germans took with them into 
Antwerp, and which the Kaiser’s men call “gou- 
lash cannon.” The Canadian wagons serve four 
kinds of soup or stew at once. 

The city-trained men and university students, ! 
was told, made more rapid progress in their pre- 
liminary training than did the farmers and lum- 
bermen. But in the course of several months 
the countrymen showed themselves able to stand 
more hard work than the “town chaps.” The 
Thirty-seventh Battalion contains a large pro- 
portion of men from the Lake Superior country 
and other parts of the “brush,” as the Canadians 
call their vast woods. The Thirty-fifth and Thirty- 
eighth are recruited largely in Toronto and Han- 
ilton.

Men Pledge Service

MERICAN visitors, as well qs those 
A from Canadian points, are admitted 
to Niagara Camp on Saturday and 
Sunday afternoons. At other times, passes 
are required. But even without passes, the 
visitor to Niagara-on-the-Lake can go very 
near the camp, can see the drilling and sig- 
naling, and at certain hours, near the head- 
quarters biilding, can see the impressive 
swearing-in of recruits. 

Long pines of men, without uniforms, and 
mostly undrilled, are formed, and officers 
pass down this line, carrying Bibles. 

Line for line, like the marriage service, 
the recruits repeat the oath administered 
by the officers. The climar comes in the 
words, “I swear allegiance and faithful 
service to His Majesty, his heirs and suc- 
cessors, for one year, or for the duration of 
this war.” 

Then the Bible is passed from man to 
man, and each kisses its cover. By that 
act, they become soldiers of the British

Jack Canuck’s Finances. 
RIVATES receive $1.10 a day, Corporals $1.20 
P and Sergeants $1.50, payable twice & 
month, and separation allowances of $20 
a month are made to privates’ and Corporals’ 
wives and $25 to Sergeants’ wives. Soldiers do 
not get reductions in fare from the railroads or 
steamboat lines, when going to and from their 
mes on furlough, and some of the men complain 
that they are overcharged by some shopkeepers, 
on the theory that they must have plenty of 
ready money. A few picture shows in surround- 
ing towns admit soldiers free. 

Football, quoits and bowling on the green are 
among the men's diversions at Niagara Camp, and 
baseball is played, the American game now being 
an established Canadian sport. At night the Y. 
M. C. A. provides lectures and moving pictures, 
and during the day, soldiers have reading and 
writing privileges in the large Y. M. C. A. tents, 
and in an equally fine one maintained by the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew, an Anglican Church 
organization. 

The rather plain khaki garb of the Canadiaa 
eoldier has all the traditional charm of a unt- 
form for the feminine eye. This appears in an 
evening walk about the streets of this small town, 
and particularly along the’lake front beyond the 
grounds of a large hotel. Only a small num- 
ber of men is permitted to leave the camp on any 
one night, and “M. P.’s”—not members of Par- 
Hament, but Military Police—keep keen surveil- 
lance over the town’s moral conditions. 

In anything that fs said about plainness of uni 
form, the Highland companies must be excepted. 
These kilted soldiers, many of them native Scotch, 
wear such costumes as Americans see only on 
the stage, and they are somewhat agitated at 
present by the prospect that they may be de- 
prived of this scenic attire and put into plain 
khaki, before being sent to England. But no one 
threatens to take away their bagpipes, which 
squeal by the hour in the woods near the camp. 

The red coat, traditional in the British service, 
is fast passing. Some of the newest regiments of 
the Fifty-eight Battalion arrived in camp withia se. _ 
week, wearing red coats, but these were to be re- 
placed, as soon as the khaki could be made up, 
by modern garb.

| AN AMERICAN CULTURE. 

In addition to the Fourth-of-July effort 
Americanize more thoroughly the foreign , ele- 
ments in American citizenship, we may ‘wisely 
begin laying the foundation of an American cul- 
ture which shall continually improve the stand- 
ards of national life. 

The lessons and effects of the gigantic European 
conflict and the larger part in world activities 
the war opens to us urge more definite ideals 
efficient organization to fulfill our 


to 


and more 
greater destiny. 

We may well borrow several leaves from the 
book of German culture, without its slavish sub- 
mission to imperial aims and absolute central 
authority which renders it liable to misdirection. 
We may take from Germany: 

1. The Culture of Thoroughness and Effi- 
ctency__that spirit which spares neither time 
nor labor to go to the bottom of every problem 
and the completion of every unde@faking. 

We are to some extent justly accused of care- 
less haste and superficialism in education, in- 
dustry and commerce. We must correct our 
standards of, efficiency. 

2. The Culture of Service—service to the 
nation, the state, the community. This is not 
limited to official public service, but embraces 
the serving spirit in all activities, putting the 
gencral welfare above merely sordid and per- 


sonal aims. 
Americans have taken long strides in this di- 


rection. There is now a new and vigorous spirit 
of public service, but there are yet wide fields 
and many elements for it to conquer. 

3. The Culture of the Spiritual—the linking 
of the temporal with the eternal—the realiza- 
tion of the duty of men to work, not only for 
the present, but for the future, for all time. 

Engrossed in the material conquest of nature in 


a vast domain and in turning tremendous raw re- 
sources into usable wealth, we have been back- 
ward in the spiritualizing of ideals and efforts. We 
have had so great a labor of organizing industry, 
commerce and politics for material progress that 
we have overlooked our relations to the spiritual 
and eternal. 
We have been peculiarly derelict in organizing 
for national defense. We should begin the build- 
ing up of an efficient body of citizen soldiery, 
never to be used for aggression, but ready for de- 
fense of the country and its democratic ideals. 
Finally, we should add to these cultures an- 
other, distinctively American: 

4.The Culture of Democracy—justice in all 
relations of life, equality under the law, equal- 
ity of opportunity, freedom of initiative and 
individual liberty. 

Let us substitute for imperial organization and 


absolute authority free co-operative organization 
under the sovereignty of the people. 

Lét us strive for a higher standard of Ameri- 
canism and a better type of American manhood; 
for strength and efficiency combined with justice 


and freedom.

DIAZ, LAST OF THE DICTATORS. 

No career of the Western Hemisphere ha; been 
under closer scrutiny and analysis during the vast 
four years than that of the late Porfirio Diaz, eight 
times chosen President of the republic of Mexico. 

It is filled with a romance and adventure and 
striking contrasts in fortune that will make it a 
most fascinating career for the future Plutarch 
of the American continents. The rise of the half- 
breed orphan, educated by religious charity, to 
the control of the destinies of one of the richest 
countries of the world can be attributed only to 
personal qualities of a remarkable order. He was 
a good fighter against the forces of the United 
States during our war with his country and ren- 
dered service of exalted and unselfish patriotism 
during the French occupancy and subsequent 
years. 

He was a Latin-American variant of the type 
which among the Germans reached its perfection 
in Bismarck. Blood and iron was his prescription 
for Mexican ailments. If it is admitted that 
Mexico was in need of the prescription in the 
early years of his rule, its later complex ills re- 
quired other and more discriminating treatment. 

He believed in a Prussian-like autocracy, with- 
out Prussia’s system of universal education and 
aids to universal efficiency. Discussions during 
the months since Mexico’s troubles have come to 
occupy so large a place in public thought have 
generally agreed that he was unmindful of the 
fullness of his opportunity and that his govern- 
ment of concessionaires, by concessionaires and 
for concessionaires was responsible for the later 
convulsion.

After Diaz came the deluge. And with Diaz 
dead in exile the end of the deluge is not yet in 
sight. He was the last of the Latin-American dic- 
tators. In all the tmportant countries of the 
Western continents, as well as in Mexico, the 
dictator business has played out.

Secretary Lansing’s Note on Frye Case 


PERSISTING IN THE WRONG. 


New York World: Germany in the case of 
the American ship William P. Frye, is not meet- 
ing the demands of the United States with the 
candor that might be expected of a friend. 

So far as the Frye is concerned, Germany has 
confessed judgment. It concedes its liability to 


the owners of the ship. It admits that the com- 
mander who sent it to the bottom violated treaties 
now in force. There is no dispute except as to 
the method of determining the amount of the in- 
demnity. Germany insists upon referring the 
matter to its own prize court. We insist upon a 
settlement by the processes of diplomacy. 

Qn the basis of treaties and international law, 
Secretary Lansing has made a convincing presen- 
tation of the American contention, but unhappily, 
treaties and law have little force nowadays with 
the European belligerents. Even when they pro- 
fessedly admit their errors and acknowledge their 
responsibility, they haggle over details, and thus 
persist in the wrong. . 


THE ISSUE IN THE CASE. 


Chicago Herald: What the German Govern- 
ment seeks is the establishment of a doctrine 
that, although liable under the treaty for the 
destruction of American ships, yet at the same 
time it has a right to destroy them if they have 
contraband aboard; also on the rule that in cases 
of such destruction, since the treaty provides no 
specific method of assessing the damages, this 
must be done by the German prize courts. 

For the United States to assent to such an in- 
terpretation would not only be to go counter to 
its explicit terrhs, which clearly give American 
ships the right to navigate without molestation to 
belligerent ports, but would also accept the theory 
that Germany could continue to destroy American 
chips, subject only to the condition of paying such 
damages as might be assessed in her own prize 
courts. 

Such an unfounded and dangerous pretension— 
the applicability of which to the case of subma- 
rine warfare against commerce is plainly per- 
ceived—could not pass without prompt refutation. 
Secretary Lansing demolishes the German conten- 
tion at both points. The German commander had 
absolutely no right to destroy the ship. Even as- 
suming, for argument’s sake, that the cargo was 
contraband, he had no right to do it. The treaty 
expressly provides that in such cases the ship 
shall ‘be permitted to proceed if her captain deliv- 
, ers out the contraband, which he did. 


TREATY WAS VIOLATED. 

Indianapolis News: It wil] be remembered that 
in its reply to the first American note on the 
Frye case the German Governmeat admitted no 
Hability under international law, but went back 
to the treaty as the measure of its duty dnd of 
American rights. It is with its construction of 
the treaty that the note of today deals. The Ger- 
‘man theory is that the commander of the Ger- 
man vessel did not violate the treaty when he sank 
the Frye, though he did make the imperial Gov- 
ernment liable for damages. This view is dis- 
allowed in the American note, and it is not easy 
to see how it can be sustained. Mr. Lansing in- 
sists that the treaty provisions to which the 
imperial Government appealed “do not authorize 
the destruction of a neutral vessel'in any cir- 
sumsetances.” “By its express terms,” the Gecre- 


Be ‘tary continues, “the treaty prohibits even the 


if the master of the vessel is willing to surrender 
the contraband.” The provision is as follows: 

“In the case supposed of a vessel stopped for 
articles of contraband, if the master of the ves- 
se! stopped will deliver out goods supposed to be 
of contraband nature he shall be admitted to 
do it, and the vessel shall not in that case be car- 
ried into any port, nor further detained, but shall 
be allowed to proceed on her voyage.” 

The commander of the Frye was throwing the 
supposed contraband overboard, in compliance 
with the orders of the German commander, but 
nevertheless the vessel was sunk. The question 
of contraband is not involved, for even if the 
worst be presumed, the Frye, under the treaty 
appealed to by the German Government, had a 
right to proceed on her voyage, after having de- 
livered her cargo. So the conclusion is that the 
destruction of the vesse] was “a violation of the 
obligations imposed on the imperial German Govy- 
ernment under existing treaty stipulations be- 
tween the United States and Prussia.” 


TO ESTABLISH PRECEDENTS. 


Washington Times: In his demand for damages 
for the destruction of the William P. Frye with- 
out the proceedings of prize court the new Secre- 
tary of State, of course, insists that the case shall 
be settled entirely within the terms of our treaty 
of 1828 with Germany. . 

As the Berlin Foreign Office has admitted en- 
tire liability for the Frye and as it states that its 
only purpose in taking the case to a prize court 
is to determine and award there the amount of 
compensation acknowledged to be due, Mr. Lan- 
sing may appear to the man in the street to be 
jealously hugging technicalities in the way of the 
professional lawyer rather than the statesman. 
But very evidently Mr. Lansing’s object is not to 
assure the payment, which is already assured be- 
yond question, and not to hasten it—his nego- 
tiations may actually delay it—but to obtain rul- 
ings and establish precedents which he may use 
ir future cases, the points of which perhaps may 
not be so sharply defined and so readily conceded 
by the Berlin Foreign Office. 


MORE THAN MONEY INVOLVED. 
Philadelphia Press. Germany’s prompt ac- 
knowledgment of her obligation to pay for the 
William P. Frye, sunk by one of her cruisers, 
looked like a satisfactory and easy disposition of 
the case. We sent Germany a bill for the Frye, 
but she does not pay it, but wants the case sub- 
mitted to a prize court. That involves delay and 
trouble on the part of the United States and might 
result in a wholly inadequate proffer of payment. 
If we consented to submit the case to a German 
prize court, we would be bound by the result, but 
we. are asking not merely for some payment, but 
payment in full for the loss of that vessel and 
the imperial Government has the Dill presented 
by this country and is, informed that payment of 
the actual pecuniary loss sustained will be accept- 
ed, if promptly made, as “satisfactory reparation.” 
Nothing else will, so there. is no reason for 
asking the judgment of a prize court. There \s 
more involved than the value of the Frye. We con- 
tend that our existing treaty with Germany does 
not authorize the destruction of a neutral ves- 
sel under any circumstances. The German Gov- 
ernment claims that it does, but as it admits the 
liability for the destruction of the Frye it ought 
to pay for that loss without so much delay and 
multiplicity of “notes.” 
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—Philadelphia Evening Ledger. 


German Socialists’ Peace Manifesto 


PEACE WITH FRIENDSHIP. 

Springfield Republican: It is not easy to 
understand, thinks the New York Times, why Ger- 
man Socialist members of the Prussian Chamber 
should have showed disapproval when Dr. Del- 
brueck, Minister of the Interior, declared “we can 
have but one thought, namely, to terminate the 
war in a way that will make a repetition impos- 
sible.” The difficulty is not obvious. In official 
language the Minister’s studiously moderate 
phrase means an ending of the war which will 
leave Germany dominant. The Socialists meant a 
very different thing when, on Aug. 4, they urged 
that the war “be brought to an end through a 
peace which ‘will make possible friendship with 
reighboring nafions.’’”’ What they fear now is an 
ambition to conquer a peace which will leave 
neighboring nations despoiled and revengeful, and 
they are quite in a position to dot the i’s and cross 
the t’s in the ministerial utterance. 


AN ENCOURAGING SIGN. 

Boston Globe: There has been no brighter 
bit of news from any of the troubled landé 
across the sea than the report that a full page 
appeal for peace has been published in a German 
newspaper. Could there be any more encouraging 
sign than the present admission of the great So- 
cial Democratic party, through an official source, 
its board of directors, that it wishes the Govern- 
ment to take the first step toward peace? 

The n¥re fact that this party retains the ideal 
of patriotism and.boasts that “Germany has dem- 
onstrated she is unconquerable” is proof that the 
appeal comes, not from “‘silly pacifists,’’ but from 
leaders of a party who placed themselves at the 
disposal of the Fatherland for war. Just as en- 
couraging, also, is their protest against any pol- 
icy of conquest and annexation to which they 
have consistently adhered from the beginning. 


EFFECT ON NEUTRAL COUNTRIES. 


Cincinnati Commercial Tribune: The wide- 
spread movement in Europe for peace is more en- 
couraging from a sentimental than from a prac- 
tical viewpoint. We do not believe either side in 
the titanic struggle for mastry in Continental 
Europe has reached a point where it is willing to 
grant concessions which would guarantee a last- 
ing understanding between the great Powers now 
engaged in the war. 

Should there be an unbreakable deadiock at a 
later stage of the conflict, each side of the com- 
bantants probably would receive with relief »ro- 
posals looking to a cessation of hostilities. Unless 
that contingency arises, however, it is not at all 
likely that peaceful suggestions from neutral na- 
tions are going to be given serious consideration 
in any of the European capitals. | | 

Americans, of course, should do everything in 
their power, short of fighting, to demonstrate their 
desire for a peaceful solution of the world war.

GERMAN OPINION DIVIDED. 

New York Tribune: The appeal of the Ger- 
man Socialist organization for peace on the basis 
of present territorial holdings is likely to be taken 
outside Germany as indicating a very serious di- 
vision of opinion among Germans as to the ob- 
jects and outcome of the war. 

The assertion on behalf of the Socialist voters— 
the largest group in the German electorate—that 
the people are tired of war and are looking for- 
ward to a settlement which will leave boundaries 
ii: Europe intact and give German workingmen a 
chance to renew friendly relations with the work- 
ingmen of other countries, is, of course, of consid- 
erable significance. It proves that a large sec- 
tion of the German population is not fighting for 
the purpose of enlarging Germany’s “place in the 
sun” or of imposing kulture on the unwilling in- 
babitants of new Alsace-Lorraines. 


A BRITISH ECHO. 

Pittsburg Dispatch: With all caution against 

overestimating géhe importance of it, there is an 

nificance in the fact that peace is 
being talked of in the belligerent countries. The 
speeches of the German Socialists, and the bold 
appeal of the Vorwaerts for a peace without an- 
nexation of territory, have found an echo in the 
British Parliament. True, it was only the voice 
of one member, David Mason, Liberal representa- 
tive from Coventry, who gave notice that he in- 
tends to ask the Premier, in view of the discussion 
of peace in Germany, whether Great Britain and 
her allies will not make a more specific statement 
of the terms on which peace might be arranged. 
But there are other members of the same opin- 
ion. C. P. Trevelyan, another Liberal member, 
speaking at Halifax, Sunday, on the “principles 
of a settlement to secure permanent peace,” said 
“the only way to crush militarism is to promote 
good feeling between the peoples and substitute 
international co-operation for the quarreling of 
Government.” 

Some Englishmen, he said, seemed to think 
that the peace of Europe could only be kept by the 
dismemberment of Germany, but that idea was 
“pure Prussianism and militarism in its worst 
form.” Lord Bryce, former Ambassador to Wash- 
ington, has in effect said the same thing, that 
the dismemberment of Germany was a preposter- 
ous idea. 

With the large body of German opinion repre- 
sented by the Socialists opposing war for aggres- 
sion and annexation and an influential body of 
British opinion renouncing the theory of crush- 
ing Germany into impotence, the earlier frenzy of 
the war is being replaced by a soberer second 
thought which is conducive to reason.

law, custom or obligation which can be urged to 
restrain our Government from placing a ban upon 
keeping up the supply of materials for these rival 
leaders and armies. If it ig~proposed to punish 
or ‘prevent plotting against Mexico in the United 
States, and to suppress the organization of re- 
volts or military expeditions, certainly steps 
should be taken to end the business of furnishing 
the implements with which uprisings and the war 


are to be conducted. 


WHO IS BACKING HIM? 

New. York World: No one supposes that Gen. 
Huerta, one of Mexico’s ablest commanders, set 
out without backing for a region hitherto Villa's 
stronghold. The hacking required was military 
force in Mexico, with which the United States has 
rothing to do, and the financial organigation in 
this country, which is an offense against Federal 
law.

INQUIRY ORDERED 
INTO EXPENDITURE 


OF RELIEF FUND 


Methods Used in East St. Louis 
to Be Subject of County 
Board Investigation. 


Dr, E. P. Stiehl, former County Phy- 
siclan for East St. Louis, voluntarily 
appeared before the st. Clair County 
Board of Supervisors at Belleville yves- 
terday and asked that an investiga- 
tion be made into the expenditure of 
county funds for poor relief in East 
St. Louis. x 

The Board voted to have such an in- 
vestigation made and authorized the 
chairman to appoint a committee of 
three to conduct it. One member of 
the committee is to be from East St. 
Louis. 

Dr. Stiehl told the members of the 
board that. he had in his possession 
and would lay before the investigat- 
ing committee facts to substantiate 
disclosures made recently in the Post- 
Dispatch concerning lax and extrava- 
gant disbursement of county funds in 
East St. Louis. 

As has been told in the Post-Dispatch, 
the appropriation of $25,000, made last 
September by the Board of Supervisors, 
bas been practically exhausted, although 
it was $3000 more than had ever been ap- 
propriated before. As has also been 
shown, the practice of Overseer of the 
Poor Ross of East St. Louis is to issue 
orders to coal companies to deliver $2 
worth of coal to indigent families, that 
some of the companies charge 12% cents 
a bushel for charity coal whfte selling 
to private purchasers at 9, 9% and 10 
cents a bushel, and that the Overseer 
has no way of knowing what quantity 
of coal is delivered on the $2 county or- 
ders. 

Neither coal nor groceries and pro- 
visions are purchased by the County in 
East St. Louis by contract from the 
lowest bidders, but the orders are placed 
at the discretion of the Overseer and a 
committee of the Board of Supervisors.

HERE was no hope of ana- 
ay lyving the Fourth of July as 

long as we were celebrating it. 
-Everyhody was banging around at 
such a rate, and we were blowing 
one another up in such a fine frenzy, 
that there was no such thing as calm- 
ly sitting down and _ considering 
whether or not the Fourth of July 
ought to continue to go on just as it 
had always been; or if feeling in the 
matter we celebrated had not per- 
haps wholly abated; or if we still 
thought it necessary to awe the one- 
time enemy once a year with a dem- 
onstration. 

Fortunately, that inquiry may now 
be made. There has been growing 
in the republic of late a feeling that 
the lives given for independence at 
the time it was won were enough, 
and that to continue to sacrifice 
human beings to that end, especially 
children, is somewhat preposterous. 
We shudder to read of the sacrifices 
which the Aztecs made to religion— 
girls and boys—the strong and the 


beautiful—as if it were any less ter- 
rible to sacrifice troops of children 
to independence after that end had 
been frankly conceded for a hundred 
years by the empire from whith we 
made ourselves free. The Aztecs at 
least thought they were propitiating 


the gods, particularly Huitzlpochtli, 
who was a son-of-a-gun; whereas we 


made no pretense to propitiating the 
rulers of England nor even thought 
of them fearfully. 

We may, therefore, ask ourselves, 
in the midst of reasonable quiet, if 
the Fourth of July, as we have 
known it, entirely, meets with our 
approbation, how much of it if any 
ought to be retained, and what it 
exactly means to us when we awake 
on that day to realize it is here.

There was probably some 
cheering where crowds had collected, 
but that anybody wasted his gun- 
powder at such a time or tried to 
blow his little boy up with a toy 
cannon is too ridiculous.

It was just as I said in the begin- 
ning—that there was no analyzing 
the Fourth as long as we were cele- 
brating it. It was only when the fa- 
talities of the celebration came to ex- 
ceed those of the Revolution that we 
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ceased firing and could analyze our 
motive in firing at all. We found we 
had none. It proved just as satisfy- 
ing to feel grateful for freedom on the 
Fourth to everyone who had anything 
to do with getting it, and quite as 
patriotic to spend the day in quict re- 
gard for one another’s lives. It 
seemed that no man’s patriotism was 
really measured by the quantity of 
explosives he bought or the people he 
killed, but on the contrary by the 
example he set as a eitizen of the re- 
public and the manner in which he 
co-operated with his countrymen in 
keeping the republic pure. That was 
a revelation to us all 


We wondered what eur fathers 
would have thought of ft, and how 
surprised our grandfathers would 
have been.

dHow Germans Occupied Lodz. 


(Letter received by Adolf Determann 
‘Or New York City from a relative who 
has charge of a construction train con- 
nected with Germany's hospital serv- 
ice, in Gen Mackensen’s army.) 

OSTERODE, Hast Prussia, 

April 2%, 1915. 
. My Dear Adolf: My last letter was 
Written two or three weeks ago from 
‘Lodz (in Russian Poland). The city has 
bout 600,000 inhabitants. The 600 fac- 
stan thera (mostly textile) were idle 
And the streets full of beggars, but the 
condition has improved considerably 
gince I was first there in February. 

Much is now being done for the needy. 

The arrival of the Landsturm reserves 
to guard the city was a memorable 
event. They marched through the prin- 
cipal stree*, five kilometers long, to the 
Grand Hotel, where Gen. Mackensen, 
commander of the ‘Ninth Army Corps, 
made his headquarters, and from which 
he reviewed the troops. The street was 
as lively as Friedrichstrasse or Unter 
den Linden in Berlin. The population 
aocustome! itself quickly to the German 
4roops. The German-speaking inhabi- 
tants, about 200,000, and the Jews, hope 
the Russians will never return. A large 
“part of the Poles, however, influenced 
“by the Russian promise of independ- 
ence after the war, are not so frienily 
‘to the new regime and cannot be 
trusted. 

Germans Act Like They’ll Stay. 

The Germans are making so many 
substantial improvements in the enemy’s 
country, such as erecting durable steel 
bridges in the place of the old wooden 
structures, that they may not want to 
give up the occupied territory at the 
close of the war. 

. We ieft Lodz on the 18th inst. for 
~Miawe, in Russian Poland, going by

Several Needed and Striking. Ac- 
guisitions Among the 80 
Pictures in Gallery 1. 


LEAGUE PLANS BIG WORK 


Scheme Devised to Get City Mu- 
seum Connected With 
Transportation System. 


By F. E. A. CURLEY. 

The summer exhibition of pictures 
from St. Louflg homes opens today at 
the Public Museum in Forest Park. 
Gallery 1, in the east wing, is hung 
with about 80 pictures, including 
several new acquisitions by St. Louis 
collectors. 

The annual exhibition of paintings 
owned in St. Louis has come to be 
something of an institution in the 
art life of the city, and the announce- 


ment by the museum of the fifth col- 
lection of this series has a general 
interest even beyond St. Louis. The 
fact that so many St. Loulisans own 
beautiful works of art has been 
taken by many critics, both here and 
elsewhere, in a spirit of surprise. 
Without question the exhibition has 
helped to wake up the art circles of 
the city. 

The exhibition this year shows 
some interesting pictures that were 
not here when that of last summer 
was arranged. These include a fine 
and mellow portrait of a man by 
that remarkable Scot of the eight- 
eenth century, Sir Henry Raeburn, IL 
is lent by Louls Werner, a discrimi- 
nating art lover whose delight in 
fine things was not subdued by the 
great war and consequent temporary 
depression in the world of art. Wer- 
ner also lendg a beautiful landscape 
by Theodore Rousseau, the French 
genius who has been called the true 
father of the Barbison school of na- 
ture painting. Werner’s picture has 
the distinction of being one of only 
two important works by this great 
artist now in St. Louis, the other 
being the property of Mrs. George A. 
Castleman. 

Loazus From Other Sources. 

Dwight IF. Davis is another con- 
tributor of new pictures, including a 
‘fine golden landscape by Monticelli, 
and a rich, deep-toned, end-of-day 
landscape by the American master, 
Alexander Wyant. An interesting new 
picture, lent by David Sommers, is 
the work of the contemporary Ger- 
man master, Ludwig von Zumbusch. 
It is of a family group, painted in 
a broad, decorative manner. Philip B, 
Fouke, Dr. M. A. Goldstein, Mra. 
Charlies A. Stix and Edward Mallinck- 
rodt also lend new pictures. 

A record-breaking season in the 
local art world already is assured -for 
the coming year. According to plans 
for activities now arranged, the &t. 
Touls Art League, the Artists’ Guild, 
the public Mbraries and several clubs 
are to contribute in a much larger 
way than heretofore to the expres- 
sion of art interest. The Artists’ 
Gulld is to enlarge its home, to meet 
the new demands caused by the 
growing annual salon of St. Louis art 
and other activities. Interesting de- 
velopments also are promised at the 
City Art Museum. 

The Executive Committee of the 
St. Louls Art League held its annual 
program and budget meeting Thurs- 
day, and adopted a schedule of work 
to be carried out in the coming 
months. The. program, details of 
which are being shaped up by the 
standing committees, would have 
looked altogether too ambitious even 
a year ago. The League, is now, how- 
ever, upon a pretty solid basis. The 
committees report that there are no 
signs of flagging interest. Each of 
peveral committees presented plans 
for greatly extended work, the 
amounts appropriated being much 
larger than for the past season. The 
committees on exhibitions and lec- 
tures, on music, on local art and ar- 
‘tists, on drama and pageantry, and 
on competitions and scholarships, all 
have projects on foot which are 
counted upon to give a new impetus 
to St. Louis are interest. 

Transportation to the Museum. 

The special committee to secure access 
to the City Art Museum has planned a 
campaign to get the public art collec- 
tions connected up with the city trans- 
portation system. This has been fixed 
upon as the main immediate task of the 
Art League. The modern idea, of course, 
is that art should not be kept apart as 
a mere luxury for the rich. The public 
museum is minimized both as a public 
enjoyment and as an educational insti- 
tution by being set practically out of 
reach of any but the most favored fam- 
ilies. The Art League Special Commit- 
tee, of which George Blackman fs chair- 
man, has been working out a way to 
overcome this drawback. 

. The solution fixed upon by the commit- 
“ee is a street car connection, te be the 
property of the city but to connect with 
the regular transportation system and 
provide through street car lines past 
the galleries so that the museum may 
#@ reached from any part of the city for 
a single car fare. A problem was to do 
this without injuring the park, solution 
being found in the favoring ground back 
of the museum. The cars can be placed 
in the ravine, well under all the roads 
and paths, and depressed and screened 
effectively. It is proposed for them to 
connect at one end with the regular 
street car system at Skinker road and 
at the other end with the Market cars 
on Oakland avenue. These cars would 
‘event the necessity for crossing the 
bile driveways in order to get to

The Story of Crafty Holmes. 

“Did you ever hear of “Crafty” 
Holmes, the insurance swindler? He 
was one of the most famous prisoners 
in the old jail. He robbed Philadel- 
phia insurance companies of $50,000 
and in order to do it murdered 11 per- 
sons, five of whom were women. He 
was in jail on another charge under 
an assumed name and his fdentity 
was revealed to the police by Marion 
Hedgepeth, the train robber. Holmes 
later was hanged, 

“And talk about the escape of 
Noble Sheppard. Bill Rudolph made 
about as spectacular a getaway from 
that old building as was ever seen 
in any melodrama. He and George 
Collins, both bank robbers, were 
awaiting trial for killing a Pinker- 
ton detective by the name of Schu- 
macher. They planned a fake fight 
between other prisoners which took 
place while Rudolph was being 
shaved. The fight attracted guards 
to a corner of the jail and while they 
were engaged in putting an end to 
the stage fight Rudolph sprang from 
the barber’s chair, ran to the opposite 
end of the jail, climbed to the tep of 
the cells on the third tier, lifted him- 
self to an iron girder supporting the 
roof and with his fist, wrapped in an 
undershirt, smashed the thick sky- 
light glass above and swung to the 
top of the building, jumped to a low- 
er rogf and then to the ground. Col-

“Guards sounded the alarm bells 
connected with police headquarters 
and in the twinkling of an eye the 
building was surrounded by detec- 
tives and patrolmen, but: Rudolph’s 
plans had been laid so well that he 
was through the railroad yards and 
rowing across the river before the 
chase began. Rudolph was arrested, 
working in a mine, a long time later 
and he and Collins hanged. 

Jim Dawson was jailer then. Gee, 
but he was mad. For weeks after 
the escape his best friend dared not 
even mention the name of Rudolph 
to him .

erever his attention is called to a 

e that some wag played on Daw- 
son soon after the escape. The joker 
worked at the Four Courts and was 
visited by two friends who wanted to 
see the interior of the fail. Thinking 
that Dawson would see the joke he 
whispered to the jailer that two men 
wanted to slip a little dynamite into 
Collins’ cell, Dawson invited the call- 
ers into his office and then touched a 
buzzer which brought Chief Desmond 
and a dozen detectives to the jail on 
the run. When the joker saw what 
he had done he tried to apologize to 
Dawson, but the latter could not sé 
any humor in the incident. 

“Walter H. Lennox Maxwell at- 
tracted much attention from the pub- 
lic when he was in fail waiting to be 
hanged for the murder of his travel- 
ing companion, C. Arthur Preller, in 
the Southern Hotel. Cranks sent him 
many letters denouncing his crime. 
One of the letters contained a minia- 
ture gallows. 

“The most grewsome tragedy in the 
old jail was the execution of Fitzgerald 
who was convicted of murdering his 
sweetheart. He was one of the very 
few men who went to the gallows pro- 
testing innocence until the last minute. 
He insisted he was not guilty even as 
they adjusted the black cap over his 
head. The Sheriff was anxious to have 
the job over as soon as possible be- 
cause Fitzgerald had endeared himself 
to those who had come in daily contact 
with him in jail and there was a feeling 
against the execution. But the Supreme 
Court and the Governor had upheld the 
trial céurt, and when there was no fur- 
ther hope held out the Sheriff went re- 
luctantly about having the gallows pre- 
pared. 

“When Fitzgerald had mounted the 
scaffold and had been asked if he had 
anythingeto say he reiterated his for- 
mer declaration of innocence. The noose 
was adjusted and the trap was sprung. 
Fitzgerald shot through the door and 
his body tumbled into the grave that 
had been dug to make room for the 
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legally prescribed six-foot drop. The 
witnesses were shocked. The 1 pe had 
broken and Fitzgerald lay writhing dn 
the pit. His neck had not been broken. 
Quickly his body was lifted to a truck 
and rolled into the morgue. A new rope 
w4s procured and in the presence of an 
unnerved but curious mob the body 
hanging was repeated. Even the second 
hanging failed to break the prisoner's 
neck and he strangled slowly to death 
at the end of the rope. Superstitous 
persons in the audience shook their 
heads and expressed the - belief that 
Fitzgerald was innocent. 
Ten Men Eacaped From Jail. 

“The biggest jail delivery in the his- 
tory of the old building took place Oct. 
2, 1891, when ten prisoners overpowered 
a guard who was opening the door be- 
tween the jail proper and the kitchen. 
The leader was John Shea who had 
been sentenced to be hanged for having 
killed Patrolman Patrick Doran at 
Seventh and St. Charles streets in 1881. 
Shea had broken jail in three cities 
after the murder and was finally lo- 
cated in the Columbus (Ohio), peniten- 
tiary. He was a burglar. Bis com- 
panions in the break for liberty were 
Watt Jones, John Morgan, Frank Mur- 
phy and Frank Walsh, bank robbers, 
and John C. Orrick, murderer; George 
Logan, Dan Casey, Ed. Leubert and 
Henry Sepp, burglars. They never were 
caught 

“You ought to have been around here 
in the days when we had a shyster 
lawyer that in addition to extorting fees 
from innocent clients by questionable 
methods, acted as ‘stool pigeon’ for thé 
police. He was referred to as ‘the pen- 
itentiary agent,’ and that title cer- 
tainly suited him to a T. His tactics 
were reprehensible, but, although rep- 
utable members of the bar were onto 
his tricks, he was never disbarred. Why, 
he actually helped the police make Cases 
against men who aid him to defend 
them. His contemptible practice was 
financially profitable, because the po- 
lice put many cases in his way. Well, 
what I wanted to tell you about him 
was the experience he had with Jerre 
Franklin Ferguson, a safe blower, and 
member of a gang that the police were 
anxious to round up. 

“Ferguson's silence exasperated the 
sleuths and they finally pressed ‘Whis- 
kers,’ as the lawyer also was known, 
into service. He brazenly sallied forth 
to jail and told Ferguson he had beén 
commissioned to look after his interests. 
The game might have worked with a 
less-seasoned crook, but Jerre was ‘onto’ 
the capers of men of that lawyer’s stripe 
and before ‘Whiskers’ knew what was 
up Ferguson had his beard in his fingers. 
When the lawyer wriggled loose he was 
shy a bit of his hair. The incident was 
greeted with cheers from the other pris- 
oners, many of whom had done business 
with the lawyer. They were prevented 
from getting close enough to him to 
show their real delight. The guards 
stopped them in the nick of time, Say, 
that lawyer never undertook any more 
‘snitching’ for the police. He is sstill 
alive, but he is not practicing any more. 

World’s Greatest Train Robber. 

‘Some of the world’s most noted 
crooks have temporarily resided in the 
big cage at one time or another during 
Marion 
Hedgepeth was without a doubt the most 
dangerous train robber who ever lived. 
He was the leader of the gang which 
held up the Frisco train near Glendale, 
Mo., on the night of Nov. 30, 1891. The 
robbers got $50,000. Their capture was 
the result of one of the finest bits of de- 
tective work ever accomplished. The 
work made Bill Desmond famous as a 
sleuth and, although Hedgepeth and 
Desmond were at one time bitter ene- 
mies, they became good friénds in later 
years, when Hedgepeth ‘turned up’ 
Holmes, who had confided to him in jat). 

“Fred Wittrock, who was known as 
Jim Cummings, spent time in that build- 
ing after he stole $100,000 from the Ad- 
ams Express Co. in 188, and Ben Kil- 
patrick eventually landed there after be- 
ing sought for over a vear for the theft 
of $83,000 from a Great Northern express 
car in 1901. 

“One of the most fnteresting charac- 
ters was Harry Vaughn, a member of 
the gang of safe robbers that fought 
with detectives at Thirteenth and Pine 
streets in the World’s Fair year. Three 
of the detectives were killed and two of 
the bandits died from bullet wounds. 

“Vaughn was sent to the penitentiary 
and there led a jail delivery that cost 
several guards their lives. The esca- 
pade resulted in the execution of Vaughn 
and two others who participated in the 
break.’’

BERLIN, June 2.—The “Grosse Ber- 
jiner Kuntausstellung’ for 1915, Ger- 
many’s closest equivalent to the Paris 
gaion, is in full swing, and will be open 


_-@lso during July and a part of August. 


Those who anticipated that this year 
it would be a “‘war exhibition” are, to 
a certain extent, doomed to disappoint- 
ment. Not only are the number of “war 

_ paintings’ comparatively few, but they 
are also far from being the best of the 
pictures on view. Such martial and 
naval sketches as are exhibited are the 
most popular, however, as the ‘‘sold’”’ 
tickets attached to them testify. Hardly 
@ painting, whether of a battleship or 
of a well known military leader, but 
had been disposed of in advance. 

When complete the. exhibition will 
have between 500 and 600 paintings and 
bits of sculpture, with the former far 
in the numerical ascendency. The ex- 
hibitors number about 425, most of them 
from Berlin. Duesseldorf, the home of 
German artists, is represented by 85 
exhibitors. 

Women painters and sculptors, as 
usual, have a prominent place. There 
being more than @ of them represented 
and their work is among the most popu- 
lar.

.of Prof. Carl Langhammer, Fritz Burg- 
er, Ernst Fresse, Willi Ter Hell, Ernst 
Rentsch and Prof. A. Lewin-Funke. 

Some Fantastic Works. 

In the initial room, which is flanked 
by a three-quarter length portrait of the 
Crown Prince, there hangs fantastic but 
beautiful works by ArthurtHennig. By 
far the most striking picture of the en- 
tire exhibition hangs in this room. It 
is “‘War,”’ by Martin Bradenburg of 
Berlin, a wierd and almost ghastly con- 
ceit in which lurid colored devils with 
flaming red eyes and shimmering, irre- 
Gescent bodies cavort. 

Only a bit less striking, but as dif- 
ferent as day is from night, is a 
“Portrait,” by Theodore Schmuz- 
Mudiss of Charlottenburg. It is that 
of a woman, clad in purple and stand- 
ing in a field of green. The colors, 
which at first seem to clash, blend 
more and more harmoniously as one 
studies the picture. 

From a lay point of view, the gems 
of the collection in many ways are 
two Venetian scenes by Kar! Leli- 
pold. One is of the Grand Canal, the 
other of Santa Maria della Salute, 
which probably thousands of artists 
have “painted to death.” Leipold, 
however, has treated his_ sub- 
jects in an unusual way and has

Eric Fisher Wood, of the 
American Embassy in 
Paris, Says the French 
Troops Are Actually Gain- 
ing in Height and Phy- 
sique Generally, but the 
Germans Outrank All in 
This Regard. 


When the war_storm burst upon 
Paris last Autumn the atmosphere 
was so charged and strained that 
most of the art students forsook their 
work. Some of those from other 
countries hurried home; others threw 
themselves into the midst of the 
rushing events. One of these latter 
was Eric Fisher Wood, a young 
American who was studying archi- 


Volunteering for service at the 
American Embassy, Wood was placed | 
in charge of the Germans and Austro- 
Hungarians interned in France. He 
served in the American Ambulance 
Corps and was sent out with two 
American army officers to inspect 
the field of the Battle of the Marne 
the day after the conflict to gather 
material for a report to our Govern- 
ment. He spent several days among 
the allied troops along the Aisne, 
visiting the trenches and the field 
hospitals, examining the fields in 
action and the destroyed villages. 

Subsequently as an official dis- 
patch-bearer in the American service, 
he was sent to Berlin, Vienna, Brus- 
London, Budapest and 

He has just put his 
in an excellent book, 
which has just been issued by 
The Century Co. It is called ‘‘The 
Note-Book of an Attache,’’ with the 
subtitle, ‘‘Seven Months in the War 
Zone.’’ It is compiled from notes 
and letters written on the ground. and 
is illustrated with photographs of 
people ‘and places figuring in it, and 
with some of the author’s collection 
of battered. passports. 

There is an appendix, which gives 
in concise form the miscellaneous 
military observations made by the 
author, which formed the basis of his 
report to the United States Govern- 
ment. From this appendix are gleaned

French Troops Growing. 


“The physique and condition of the 
French troops have greatly improved 
since the beginning of the war. War 
conditions seem to have caused a 
rmaarked change. Many of the men have 
gained 20 and even 8 pounds, and the 
younger men have grown inches in 
height.’ 


German Aeroplanes Are Best. 

‘The German aeroplanes are generally 
conceded to be the most effective in the 
war, and the Germans seem to possess 
more of them than any other nation. 
None of their machines are slow, and 
their fastest ones are faster than any 
in the other armies. 

“Aeroplanes have been singularly inef- 
fective in attacking as their shooting is 
extremely bad. They usually miss their 
target by at least 200 yards, and so far 
as my personal knowledge goes, the 
only damage that they have ever done 
has been when they had a whole city 
to shuot at. 

“Something lke forty bombs were 
thrown on Paris while I was in that 
city although some 8 or # non-combat- 
ants were killed or wounded, a target 
of any military importance was hit only 
on one occasion, when a bomb was 
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Qualities of Troops 
in This War Compared

HE Hungarians have a very 
i keen fighting instinct and 


are excellent infantrymen. 

‘‘The Germans have a dogged 
courage and expose themselves 
with bravery and enthusiasm in 
any undertaking. When they are 
once started, they are difficult 
to stop. On an advance, I should 
say that a 50 per cent loss is 
necessary to make them hesitate, 
and on the defense I saw at least 
one case where they were put out 
of action to the last man without 
giving ground. 

The French are brave in a more 
spectacular way. They are bet- 
ter winners than the Germans 
and worse losers. Their tempera- 
ment leads them to push home a 
success with more enthusiasm 
than the Germans; whereas, in de- 
feat, they are less reliable. 

The fighting qualities of the 
British are much higher than 
those of any other nation, when 
as in the case of the British regu- 
lars, they have sufficient train- 
ing to teach them the technique 
of war. They are calm and usu- 
ally cheerful under the most ad- 
verse circumstances. They do not 
lose control of themselves either 
in victory or defeat. The Ger- 
mans say they fight best of all 
when they are hopelessly defeated 
or surrounded. . 

I have seen no body of officers 
which can compare in quality with 
those of our army who are grad- 
uates of West Point. However, 
we have fewer of these than Ger- 
many has Generals. 

It is just as strongly my opin- 
‘ion that the American infantry 
man as a type is correspondingly 
superior. I believe he can un- 
doubtedly out-shoot, out-think, 
out-‘‘hike,’’ and out-game the 
line soldier of any other country 
I have seen. 

Here again we have so few of 
him, that whereas there are more 
than 600 well trained army corps, 
(24,000,000 men) engaged in this 
war, we have less than one.

dropped through the roof of the Gare 
St. Lazare. In the field the principal 
targets aimed at by the aeroplanes to 
fly above the road and to drop a bomb 
as it passes over the convoy. It then 
makes a circle and repeats the opera- 
tion. I know personally of some fifty 
bombs thus dropped, not one of which 
struck anywhere near the target. The 
effect of the bombs is small, conse- 
quence and damage is seldom doné ex- 
cept to the people who happen to be 
standing in the immediate neighbor- 
hood. 


Aeroplanes Almost Invulnerable. 


“Aeroplanes have proved to be almost 
invulnerable in war. They are extreme- 
ly hard to hit, because one must calcu- 
late fog three dimensions and for the 
speed of the aeroplane; when hit, they 
seldom suffer serious damage. I know 
of a case where, first and last, nearly 
200 bullets passed through a machine 
without its being put out of action. 

“Anti-aircraft guns are not greatly 
feared by aviators, and they consider 
it an extraordinary piece of bad luck 
to be hit by one. The aviator fears most 
of all the fire of large bodies of in- 
fantry, and in flying over a regiment at 
an altitude of 1000 yards they realize 
that they run a serious risk of being

brought down. Rifle bullets are effective 
against aeroplanes up to a height of 
about 5000 feet. Observers fly just 
above this altitude, at about 6500 feet, 
since they wish to fly as low as possi- 
ble and yet be reasonably safe. Aviators 
have told me that this height is so well 
recognized that they nearly always 
encounter other observers in the same 
plane. 

“‘Aeroplanes, flying at a height of 
5500 feet, can observe the. movements 
or presence of large bodies of troops 
and the flashes of artillery. They can- 
not observe very much else at the 
height. They seem to be able to descend 
suddenly for a short time to a very 
low altitude, when it is necessary, and 
in a large percentage of cases to escape. 
British aeroplanes have made recon- 
naissances at an altitude of only 100 
yards. 

“Aeroplanes have made surprises in 
war nearly impossible, since in modern 
warfare it would be necessary to shift 
at least a division to produce any effect, 
and the movement of such number of 
men would certainly be visible to aero- 
planes during the day time. If such a 
movement were performed at night, the 
presence of a division in a new spot 
would almost certainly be detected by 
the aeroplanes in the morning.” 


Dominance of Artillery. 

‘T have at all times been tremen- 
dously impressed with the dominant im. 
portance in this war of artillery. Mv 
personal observations lead me to esti- 
mate that the casualties from artillerv 
wounds has been nearly 50 per cent of 
the total.’’ 


Keeping Battery Secrets. 


‘It has now become elmost tmpossl- 
ble for an aeroplane to locate hostile 
artillery except by the flashes. Battery 
positions are either placed in forests, or 
artificial woods are built around them. 
It is almost axiomatic that artillery 
shall sive no signs of life while an 
enemy’s aeroplane is above, and, as the 
result of this, one well-recognized meth- 
od of temporarily silencing an enemy’s 
battery is to keep an aeroplane flying 
over its neighborhood. Volunteer ob- 
servers are frequently disguised and 
sent forward to hunt from a place from 
which they can observe the hostile 
trenches of artillery and thus direct and 
correct the fire of their own batteries. 
Observers who thus volunteer to go for- 
ward are virtually always decorated 
and made officers, if, by some fortunate 
chance, they both succeed and survive. 

“The French artillery officers take 
advantage of every “assist;’’ for in- 
stance, I saw a case where a shell made 
a groove on the reverse side of a hill 
and glanced off. The shell exploded, 
but its fuse was recovered by the 
French, the setting of the fuse deter- 
mined, and by means of this -and the 
direction of the groove made in the 
hill, the German battery was located. 
The French reported that they had de- 
stroyed the battery. One of their aero- 
planes was sent up before the firing was 
begun and the latter observed the bat- 
tery’s efforts to escape.”’ 


France’s 75-Mm. Best Field Gun. 


“The French 75-mm. gun is the only 

field piece which under practical fleld 
conditions does not ‘jump.’ This gives a 
tremendous advantage to the French ar- 
tillery in such duels as frequently take 
place in batteries where there is rapid 
movement. I have been on battle fields 
after action had finished and observed 
positions where both batteries had shot 
at each other, both being in ‘direct fire’ 
position. The French can fire at a rate 
of 2 shots a minute and in such duels 
seem to be able to fire accurately with 
nearly twice the rapidity “ the Ger- 
mans. 
“The heaviest plece that I saw at 
the front with the French was a 6-inch 
howitzer. The Germans usé all sizes, 
up to 13-inch, in fleld operations, the 
latter being of Austrian construction.” 


Smaller Shells Best for Field. 


“Shells bigger than three-inch when 
used in field operations seldom do any 
damage, but have a tremendous moral 
effect even on veteran troops. The dis- 
concerting effect of heavy shells ex- 
ploding in the ground is very widely 
recognized at the front. 

“The fire of the big howitzer, is, as 
a rule, very inaccurate. When one of 
these big shells hits a building or a 
paved street its effect is considerable; 
when they burst in soft ground they 
are not dangerous. Most of the battle- 
fields of France are on muddy fields, in 
which the six-inch shells make a cra- 
ter about 40 feet in circumference 
and five or aix feet deep. Their effect 
is chiefly upward and casualties are so 
rare as to be considered freaks. Mud 
is, however, thrown over the whole 
neighborhood.’ 


Qualifications for Infantry. 

“My observations lead me to think that 
the most important qualifications for 
the infantry soldiers are three, viz.: To 
be able to dig, to be able to hide and 
to be able to sheot. At the beginning 
of the war the French pald Iittle atten- 
tion to any of these things. Their 
men were dressed in uniforms so con- 


‘4 spicuous that hiding was impossible. The 


only shooting that they had ever done 
was gallery shooting at a range of 
about 40 yards, and they were singw- 
larly poor, even at this. Judging by 
practical results they had very few the- 


| ores and no practice in the matter of 
digging trenches. The trenches which 
they made in the early weeks of the 
war were straight grooves in the 
ground with the earth thrown up itn ea 
haphazard manner on either or both 
sides. Their early defeats were due to 
the unexpected invasion through Bel- 
gium, and to their unpreparedness in 
the three essentials mentioned above. 


British Best Shots in War. 

“The German infantry also shoot 
poorly from an American standpoint, 
but do betier than the French. Their 
uniform is the most early perfect of 
any “of the armies in “the war, and the 
Germans are virtually invisible at short 
range if they are not moving. Their 
helmet is easily the best headgear in 
the matter of invisibility. It sets tignt- 
ly on the head and, owing to its shape, 
virtually never casts a shadow. The 
Germans have been from the beginning 
very accomplished trench diggers and 
-havé had elaborate theories as to the 
construction of trenches and much prac- 
tice in making them. 

“The British are the only troops in 
the war who shoot with any degree of 
excellence. Their shooting does not ap- 
proach in accuracy that of our own 
army, but {s so superior to the Germans 
that a British battalion of 1100 men 
usually has a firing effect equal to that 
of a German regiment of nearly 3000. On 
the gray-green backgrounds of Europe 
the British khaki is not conspicuous, but 
at the same time it is certainly visible. 
The British hat is the most conspicuous 
headgear in the war, since its rim 
casts a heavy black shadow and its 
flat‘ top shows white in sunlight. The 
heads of the British in the trenches 
stand out very distinctly.” * 


-—_-_—_— 


Shrapnel Deadlier Than Rifles. 


“In my observations when infantry 
charges infantry in battle movement, the 
majority of the casualties are caused 
by artillery. I have several times ob- 
served flelds of dead infantrymen killed 
in an advance against infantry, where 
90 per cent of the dead. had been killed 
by shrapnel. In my experience the Ger- 
mans never use anything except shrap- 
nel against infantry in the open. Shrap- 
nel wounds are very ugly, being big, 
ragged holes which usually become in- 
fected.”’ 


Machine Gun Most Effective. 


“In my experience the machine gun 
m the most effective infantry weapon. 
Personaily, I should interpret this not 
as praise for machine guns, but as a 


e 


| 
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criticism of the poor shooting of all the | 
infantry engaged. The French have 
comparatively few machine guns.”’ 


German Troops Get Vacations. 


“The Gcriuians have very well-devel- 
oped and well-organized systems of re- 
lays for their’ men at the front. The 
infantry stay in the trenches about a 
month at a time and are then given a 
vacation, usually being sent home to 
their garrisun town. Their cavalry serve 
10 days at the front and are then sent 
a day’s march to the rear for a 10-days’ 
rest. Thwuir artillerymen get no vaca- 
tion, their lives being considered easy 
enough. 

“I saw no evidence of any well organ- 
ized system of vacations among cither 
the French or British, and I know many 
isolated cyses where personal iriends of 
mine, both officers and enlisted men, 
have been at the front continuously 
since the beginning of the war. I am 
fairly certein that the British enlisted 
man has had no vacation since the Le- 
ginning of the war, other than relaying 
near the frent.”’ 


Germans Praise Joffre. 

“I found intelligent people in Ger- 
many very broadminded about military 
matters. They were pretty well agreed 
that Gen. Joffre is the only General pro. 
duced so far by the war who would 
rank in history as a great Captain, and, 
while they maintained that the German 
officers as a class were superior to all 
others, they conceded that the best 
troops which so far have taken part in 
the war were the British regulars who 
represented England in the early weeks 
of the war and retreated from Com- 
piegne through Mons, St. Quentin and 
Compeigne to the southeast of Paris, 

“On many different occasions I saw 
Russian prisoners in Germany and’ Aus- 
tria-Hungary. They impressed me as 
being of a low order of intelligence. 
They fight well on the defense. When 
they are put in a position and told to 
stay there, they are difficult to drive 
back, and show the highest order of 
courage. When they move or advance 
they become less reliable.’’ 


Rifles Inferior to Ours. 


‘The French, German, Russian, Aus- 
trian and Hungarian infantry are all 
armed with long, heavy and ill-balanced 
rifles, carrying detachable bayonets. 
These rifles are very poorly sighted in 
comparison with our new Springfield. 
It would be very difficult or impossible 


to do good shooting with them, as meas- 


ured from an American standpoint. In 
my personal experience there have been 
numberless cases where dispatch bear- 

ers, automobiles, scouts, pickets gnd 
patrols were exposed at very short 
range to the fire of bodies of Freugh 
or German troops without any casuai- 
ties whatsoever occurring. 

‘“Phe one idea of the Govmitih infantry 
seems to be to shoot as much and as 
rapidly as pogsible. I have several 
times observed where German infantry 
have taken up a position in the open, 
and fired 120 rounds a man, more or 
less, aS a matter of course. 

“I have nowhere observed the use of 
any semi-automatic rifles nor of either 


silencers or special sights for sharp 
shooters."’

Missouri Botanical Garden Bulle- 
tin Gives Methods for Over- 
coming Adverse Elements. 


The Missouri Botanical Garden, in !ts 
"June Bulletin, tells how roses can best 
be grown in St. Louis. Instructions are 
given on location of the rose garden, 
the soll, planting, varieties of plants, 
spring and summer care, insects, fun- 
gous diseases, winter protection and 
pruning. 

The cool weather of the spring and 
summer this year has been especially 
favomable to rose culture. The rose 
garden at the Missouri Botanical Gar- 
den is the best in its history. More than 
4000 plants, most of them perpetual 
bloomers, are now in bloom. 

“The growing of roses in St. Louls,” 
the bulletin states, ‘does not require 
the extreme amount of skill that has 
generally been supposed. On the con- 
trary, any one can grow roses success- 
fully, provided a few general conditions 
of culture are understood and care- 
fully observed. The idea has become 
general that, owing to the adverse 
weather conditions prevalent during the 
summer months in this latitude, roses 
will bloom only during early summer 
2nd early fail. The experience with 
roses in the garden, however, demon- 
strated beyond all question that with 
reasonable care any unfavorable cli- 
matic influence in St. Louis can be suc- 
cessfully overcome. 

Abundance of Water Prime Requisite. 

“The pr{me requisite for rose growing 
in this locality is an abundance of 
water. If this is supplied there will be 
no difficulty in getting continuous 
hloom, provided, of course, the proper 
kinds of roses are selected and the gen- 
eral directions given herewith are fol- 
lowed. 

Roses are entitled to the cholces loca- 
tion in a yard. Good exposure to the 
sun and proper protection from prevail- 
ing winds will do’ much to make the 
garden a success. While a location with 
a full-day sun exposure is much to be 
preferred, it is not absolutely essential, 
and where a choice must be made it is 
best to give roses the morning sun. 
Beds should not be located near trees 
or shrubbery. Rosese are heavy fzed- 
ers, and for their best development re- 
quire an unusual amount of fertilizer. 
When planted near trees or shrubbery, 
the roots of the latter deplete the soll 
of nourishment, with the result that 
the roses suffer. 

Roses usually do well tn any good 
garden’ soil, but better results are ob- 
tained if considerable care is exercised 
in the preparation of the ground. Roses 
require a heavy, well-drained soil. 

Setting Out the Plants. 

Roses may be set out either in the fall 
or spring. The spacing depends very 
largely upon the variety. Tea and hy- 
brid varieties may be. planted about 18 
inches apart, but h d perpetuals, on 
account of their more vigorous growth, 
should be spaced at least two and one- 
half feet, and ramblers evéntually need 
about four feet. In any case an eight- 
inch margin from the edge of the bed 
should be allowed. Where potted stock 
is being planted, the ball of earth should 
be placed with its upper surface about 
two inches below the soil; field-grown 
stock may be set two or three inches 
luwer than its former position in the 
nursery. The holes for receiving the 
plants should be large enough to admit 
the stock without bending or crowding 
the roots, the soil should be firmly 
packed around the roots, and the plants 
thoroughly watered immediately after 
planting. All stock should be so pruned 
that but two or three buds remain on 
cach shoot—the upper bud, in each case, 
pointing outward. 3 

Half-starved and otherwise neg- 
lected roses are quite susceptible to 
insect attacks, which, however, is 
not the case if the plants are proper- 
ly cared for. In St. Louts and vicin- 
ity the most serions insect enemy of 
the rose is probably the green fly, 
well known to all who have grown 
roses. It ts a small, green plant- 
louse, or aphid, about one-eighth of 
an inch in length when full-grown, 
and usually wingless. The body is 
oval and soft and secretes a sweet 
fluid of which ants are particularly 
fond. The presence of ants on rose 
bushes is good evidence that the 
aphids are at work. The latter 
usually work on the young shoots, 
sucking the juices with their long, 
slender beaks, and if unmolested 
quickly destroy the vigor and vitality 
of the plant. A solution made from 
tobacco stems and whale-oil soap 
will be found effective. To make 
this solution one pound of tobacco 
stems should be soaked in a gallon 
of water over night, after which one 
ounce of whale-oil soap, which has 
first been disselved in a small quan- 
tity of hot water, should be added It 
will require three or four hours for 
thé soap to thoroughly dissolve. The 
solution so prepared should be thor- 
oughly stirred before using and may be 
applied either with a sprayer or with 
a whisk broom. This quantity is suf- 
ficient for about 25 plants. 

A Troublesome Pest. 

“Another troublesome pest of out- 
door roses is the rose hopper, or 
thrips. This insect fs small, yellow- 
ish white, about three-twentieths of 
an inch long, and provided with a 
pair of transparent wings. It preys 
Kupon the feaves, working especially 
on the under side, causing the foliage 
‘to assume a sickly, yellowish appear- 
ance. The control of this insect is 
more @ifficult because of its active 
jumping and flying habits. Spraying 
the plants with water, so as to wet 
the under side of the leaves, and 
subsequently dusting them with pow- 
dered hellebore usually effects a suf- 
ficient control 

“several kinds of caterpillars prey 
upon the rose, sometimes causing con- 
siderable injury. All of them envelop 
themselves in the leaves or burrow in 
the flower beds. Powdered hellbore 


sprinkled over the plants prevents te a 


considerable extent the movements of 


the larvae, but removal is best accomp- 
lished by actually picking them from the 
plants. . 

“The work of protecting roses against 
the severe cold of the winter should 
be done by November 2%, The earth 
should be heaped up around each plant 
to a depth of from two to three inches 
in order to provide drainage away from 


the center of the plant, and from four 
to six inches of straw manure should 


be placed over the entire surface of the 
bed. This treatment will protect any 
of the varieties previously mentioned, 
except the free, or standard roses. These 
are budded at the crown and unless 
wrapped with hay or straw, freeze very 
easily.’’ 

The rose garden of the Missouri Bo- 
tanical Garden is so arranged as to be a 
guide to the amateur rose culturist. 
This garden is composed of the varieties 
which do best in this climate, and they 
are plainly labeled that all who visit 
may read. The arrangement fs also 
best suited to rose culture.

WANTED IN MILITARY RESERVES 


Approval by War Department Will 
Mean Employment Only of Men 
Fit for Such Duty. 
PANAMA, July 3.—The plan for a re- 
serve force among the employes of the 
Panama Canal outlined in a report re- 
cently made to the War Department by 
Brigadier-General Clarence R. Edwards, 
commanding the Panama Canal troops, 
proposes that every able-bodied employe 
of the canal shall be a member of the

NEW YORK, July 3.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted weekly finan- 
cial review today, says: 

“The intimation that England, with 
a view to checking the great depre- 
clation in New York exchange on 
London, is considering a sale of its 
Government bonds to New York 
bankers, free of the British income 
tax, is for many reasong interesting. 


The deduction of that tax from inter- 
est remittances, even to foreign hold- 
ers of an English Governmetn bond, 
was an insuperable barrier to Amer- 
ican subscriptions. Not only would 
the American investor have to pay 
both that tax and his own Federal 
income tax,- but he would have be- 
fore his eyes home Government se- 
curities of the highest grade, on 
which no income tax whatever would 
be paid. 

“England has always persisted in 
the pastes of imposing that tax on 
every holder of its Government bonds. 
The United States, and France along 
with us, have held that for a Gov- 
ernment to withhold, through such a 
tax, a part of its contracted interest 
payment, is in the nature of config- 
cation, Our Bupreme Court has ruled 
that even in the case of cities, which 
are considered as an arm of the gen- 
eral Government—a Federal income 
tax may not be imposed upon their 
bonds. When, therefore, land's

ENGLAND MAY 
PLACE BONDS 
IN NEW YORK 


Special Credit for Purchase of 
War Supplies Is Badly 
Needed. 


LONDON, July 3.—As soon as the new 
war loan is floated, attention will be 
concentrated here on the problem of 
financing the imports of the allies from 
America. Either the placing of a large 
special credit in New York, or & special 


sale to your market of gees ted bonds, 
free of income tax, is considered un- 
avoidable. 

The necessity for early action in the 
matter is evident, not only because of 
this week’s very unfavorable rate for 
New York exchange, but because of the 
Bank of England’s showing on Thurs- 
day, of a ratio of reserve almost down 
to the lowest of last August. 

Bank Reserve Is Low. 


This ratio of barely 16 per cent as 
against 4 a year ago, partly results 
from preparations for the war loan; be- 
cause the enormous increase in deposits, 
in consequence of such preparations, 
necessarily lowers the proportion borne 
by a fixed or rap mmegger yy 4 reserve. One 
result of this status of the bank is that 
money stringency here, after July 20, 
when subscriptions to the loan fall due, 
will bé-inevitable. It will not be al- 
lowed to become actually acute, but 
your exchange market necessitates con- 
tinuance of firm money here. 

It must not be forgotten that our ac- 
tual gold resources are much greater 
than what is visible, and, moreover, the 
rise of money and fall in stocks here 
must increasingly induce sales of Ameri- 
cans, though the difficulty of shipping 
them, owing to the high insurance rates, 
continues. 

As soon as the large shipments of war 
supplies from America begin we look 
tor a fresh decline in New York e6x- 
change, to be followed by adoption of 
one of the above credit expedients, 
The war loan is going well, with bank- 
ing subscriptions beginning after the 
alf-year’s end.

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COTTON REPORT 
FAILS 10 LOWE 
FUTURE PRICE 


Week’s Quotations Are Steady 
After Some Early Selling; 
Weather Is Good. 


The cotton market received the Gov- 
ernment’s report of acreage and condi- 
tion without a flurry, The action of the 
markets in general indicated an unusu- 
ally accurate forecast on the part of 
traders—about 15 per cent reduction in 
acreage and a slight improvement in 
condition. The reduction, to be exact, 
was as 15.7 and the condition on June 
25 Was 80.3 per cent. 

What this reduction in acreage means 
when expressed in this number of bales 
that might be expected from such a 
planting is open to some argument. 
Many people think that the figures 
should be based on a yield per acre a 
little higher than the average for 10 
years, because of the fact that, with a 
smaller acreage planted to cotton, the 
tafmer will cultivate more carefully this 
year. Furthermore, where acreage is 
totally abandoned and not planted to 
some other crop, a farmer would natu- 
rally abandon the poorest land. 

It is likely the lack of fertilizers will 
offset any unusual cultivation and land 
selection. The crop, on the 1(-years’ av- 
err ~> yield of lint per acre, should figure 
a: at 187.7 pounds of lint cotton. Such a 
vield of lint from $1,535,000 acres would 
be equivalent to 12,883,000 bales of 500 
pounds gross weight. If added to this 
are 617,000 bales for linters, the result 
would be a commercial crop of 13,000,000 
bales. 

This is not an attempt to forecast the 
crop further than to point out what 
such an acreage under average condi- 
tions indicates, and how the indication 
is received by the trade. In other words 
a long-distance forecast of a production 
approximating 15,000,000 bales, commer- 
cial crop, seems fairly well discounted 
at present prices for fall and winter 
months. ° 

The Future of the Market. 

Condition reports from now on will 
affect the market in proportion to their 
deviation from the present condition of 
80.3 per cent. Undoubtedly this condi- 
tion of 80.2 is promising, but this whole 
season will be one of unusual uncertain- 
ty; it matters not how beautiful the 
pliant may be, in those sections which in 
the past have been highly fertilized, un- 
til the fruit is made, no one will be able 
to forecast the yield. As yet no one has 
been able to put in concrete figures just 
what a certain amount of fertilizer will 
add to the yield of cotton. North Caro- 
lina, which is generally looked upon as 
made upyof rather poor land on the 
average, fproduces more lint per acre 
than any of the States, except those of 
the West where the lands are irrigated, 
and this big yield is largely the result of 
rertilization, 

In Missouri, where cotton is cultivated 
in the rich bottom lands along the Mis- 
sissippi River and its tributaries and 
little fertilizer is used, the yield per 
acre last season. was 20 pounds less than 
in North Carolina. While this gives us 
nothing definite, it strikingly illustrates 
the importance of fertilizers, and it is 
estimated in some quarters that an 
average reduction of 50 per cent in fer- 
tilizers all over the cotton belt would 
not be too high. 

Plant Shows Decline. 

During the period from ‘May 2% to 
June %, the condition of the crop in 
Virginia, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia and Florida, declined; all 
of these states, in the past have used 
fertilizers extensively. Alabama, also 
a g00d user of fertilizer, was un- 
changed. Mississippi, and all the other 
states of the cotton belt improved in 
condition, except Migsouri and Okla- 
homa and these two states suffered 
from too much rain. The fact that Mis- 
sourl has gone back would appear to 
upset the fertilizer argument were it 
not for the fact that North Carolina, 
with fairly good weather on the aver- 
age, declined 6 points, while Missouri, 
with very *bad weather, declined 4 
points, and Oklahoma, with almost con- 
tinual rain and generally unfavorable 
weather, declined but 5 points. 

wuring the past week the net change 
in the price of cotton at the various 
markets has been almost nothing. Busi- 
ness in Liverpool seems to be on’A boom 
and sales in that market contifue largs 
and prices remain steady. The stock 
or cotton in Liverpool and the weekly) 
receipts at that port are large, but this 
fact does not depress the price of cotton. 
As long as the’war lends some uncer- 
tainty to a continuance of cotton ship- 
ping, Great Britain will very likely con- 
tinue to take cotton in volume. On the 
other hand, should peace be declared, 
their stock might weigh upon the mar- 
ket for a while. 

Trade with Germany and Austria 
seems to be completely over as far as 
cotton shippers of this country are con- 
cerned, and it remains to be seen wheth- 
er or not the increase of takings by oth- 
er countries and by domestic mills will 
offset this. Some spot cotton is being 
sold every day, and the demand Is not 
tar from normal at this time of the sea- 
son. 

Surplus Not Large. 

Of course we cannot expect a demand 
sufficient to absorb the surplus that is 
already counted in the carrying over to 
next season, and from what Mr. Hard- 
ing, a member of the Federal Reserve 

ard, writes to the Southern reserve 
banks, no anxiety need be felt regarding 
the financing of this surplus and the new 
crop during the marketing season. Such 
an assurance, from so authoritative a 
source, should have a decidedly favor- 
able influence on the disposition of own- 
ers of cotton and render unlikely any 
sacrifice, even though cotton might ap- 
pear to be makingggood progress during 
the growing f#eason. 

With: cotton. comfortably held, if the 
supply %s not Sufficiently reduced during 
the coming season; a further curtafl- 
ment should bring the farmer out with 
no loss. With money plentiful in this 
country there is no great decline in price 
justifiable.

Trade fn stockers and feeders was 
rather quiet, due largely to the fact 
that just a moderate supply was re- 
ceived.

A minor “squeeze” in July wheat 
futures featured the trade on the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange last week. Prices 
closed 4%c higher than the opening 
on Monday. The distant options were 
less strong, but scored fair gains. 

Weather was the force back of the 
buying in July. Recent crop reports 
and estimates have been se favorable 
that traders sold short long lines of 
the July option. Generally 7 f wheat 
is a new crop option, especially when 
the weather is clear and bright and 
new wheat moves early. The trade 
thought this would be the case this 
year, but so far the trade has been 
wrong. 

Recent rains have made the win- 
ter wheat crop so backward that 
practically no new wheat has arrived 
in the primary markets, and unless 
a change comes to bright skies and 
good harvest weathe immediately, 
July deliveries by shorts will have to 
be made with old wheat. There is 
the rub. Old wheat is scarce and sup- 
plies so light that the price is quoted 
at $1.15 to $1.33, while the Ju op- 
tion hovers around $1.04. 

One of two things must, happen. 
Either the run of new wheat recipes 
must be of sufficient volume to flood 
the trade and lower the cash price 
by the end of July to the price of July 
futures, or the July future must ad- 
vance to the cash figures, as on the 
last day of the month, cash and fu- 
tures become one and the saime thing. 
Those who are buying July wheat 
are simply playing the market on 
the bet, “lf it keeps raining and new 
wheat is held off the market in such 
volume as to maintain cash prices 
as at present, a ‘bear trap’ of the first 
magnitude is in order.” If it don’t 
continue raining and supplies are 
rushed by farmers to primary markets 
a wide break in July options will be 
in order. It is this unusual specula- 
tive bet that is absorbing the atten- 
tion of the grain trade at present.

Huerta had been re-arrested and the 
other five taken into custody on Fed- 
‘eral warrants issued at San Antonio 
charging conspiracy to violate the neu- 
trality laws of the United States by at- 
tempting to launch a new revolution in 
Mexico. Failure to procure bond of 
$15,000 each resulted in their imprison- 
ment, 

While being searched Huerta handed 
Lieut. M. Shallenberger, Provost: Mar- 
shal, a purse containing probably $30 in 
miscellaneous coins. 

“Give this to néedy Mexican chil- 
dren,”’ said Huerta. ‘You will find lots 
of them.’’ 

‘‘Had anyone told me a man would be 
locked up in the United States before a 
hearing I would have knocked his head 
off,” remarked Gen. Bravo, while be- 
ing searched; ‘“‘but I have changed my 
opinion.”’ 

This formality concluded, the six men 
were locked up in the hot cells of the 
Federal wing of the jail.

Says Agents of Government:

A confession made to the police yes- 
terday by John Coleman, a negro of 160! 
Franklin avenue, gave an extraordinary 
turn to the investigation of the due] 
between Detective Frank Bender and 
Frank Creus, Tuesday night, at the lat- 
ter’s home, 2340 Wash street, when 
Bender was wounded slightly and Creus 
ecriously. The confession purported to 
reveal an attempt to frame up circum- 
stances which would make it impossible 
for Creus and his wife to testify in two 
criminal cases. 

Coleman's story, if true, makes»it ap- 
pear that the police had a tip that 
something of the kind was on foot and 
that Detective Bender had been sent 
by his superiors to investigate. Creus 
thought the detective was a member of 
a hostile gang, determined to make away 
with him, and started shooting. 

Mrs. Creus was to have testified that 
she overheard three brothers, Roy, Carl 
and Earl! Shelton, conspiring to escape 
punishment for a crime at Fairfield. 
Ill., and Creus was to have testified 
against Carl Shelton and Charlies Yew- 
ell, son of Policeman Frank Yewell, 
charged with stealing an automobile. 
The police had warned Creus_ that 
threats had been made against him and 
suggested that he arm himself. 

Stolen Ring Figures in Case. 

About ‘a year ago, Joseph Varras of 
4292 Cook avenue, was robbed of a ring 
in Forest Park. Last Sunday the negro, 
Coleman, returned the ring to Varras. 
The negro told Varras he had obtained 
the ring from Mrs. Creus in payment for 
some work he had done about her home 
and that Creus had warned him not to 
sell it, as Creus had stolen it from 
somebody in Forest Park. 

Varras went to police headquarters 
Tuesday and repeated the negro’s 
story. Detecté4ves Bender and: Rob- 
inson were sent to the Creus home to 
investigate. The police say that the 
officers went to the house in the day- 
time, finding no one there. They de- 
cided to return late at night, when 
they thought’ Creus might be In bed. 
Creus, thinking they were the per- 
sons whom the police had warned 
him against, began shooting. Bender 
returned the fire, shooting Creus in 
the breast and receiving a bullet 
through the hand. 

Coleman declared yesterday that 
the ring episode was framed , up by 
Roy Shelton. He said that Shelton 
came to his house and said he wanted 
Coleman to help him “frame up a 
jackpot” to get Frank Creus and his 
wife in trouble, so they would not 
appear at the trials. The negro de- 
clares he at first refdsed, but that 
last Sunday Roy Shelton again visited 
him, promising to give him a “bunch 
of money” and a horse and wagon 
if he would help. 

Saye Shelton Gave Him Ring. 

He says Shelton gave him the ring 
and told him to go to Varras, care- 
fully rehearsing with him the story 
he was to tell. According to Cole- 
man’s story, Shelton pointed out the 
Varras house. When Coleman got 
there Varras was not at home, 
Coleman says he left word for Varras 
that he had something important to 
tell. Varras later visited him at his 
own home, Coleman says, and re- 
ceived the ring and learned the story 
agreed upon. 

The negro declared that the three 
Sheltons and Charles Yewell came to 
his house the next day and that one 
of them said, when he had told what 

had done, ‘We've got them now.”

The popping of the matches, he ex- 
plained, furnished the concussion. 
which exploded the dynamite. 

Holt said that he left the house 
where Me rented a room, taking the 
dynamite with him, and walked 
around the capitol grounds. He then 
walked up the steps leading to the 
main entrance of the capitol and 
strolled around through the corri- 
dors without meeting a guard or a 
policeman. He spent about half an 
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hour in the building, he added, look- 
ing for a spot to place his bomb 
where its explosion would not injure 


“I did not wish to hurt anybody,” 
he said. “I just wanted to call the 
attention ‘of the nation to the ter- 
riple murders committed in Europe.

Afte: placing the bomb Holt walked 
slowly away. He went back to his 
room, he said, and to the Union Sta- 
tion.

He did this, he said, before the 
bomb exploded and mailed the iet- 
ters Juring the early evening. The 
letters were addressed to newspapers 
and to the President at the White 
House. And at this point he refused 
to tell more. 

Denies Having Accomplice. 

“Didn't you have an accomplice?” 
he was asked. 

“No,” he mattered weakly. 
“None whatever. I did the whole 
thing myself.

Not Sure He Is Sane. 
“Do you think you are crazy?” he

I 
have been trying for six months to 
convince myself of one of two things, 
either that I am crazy or that I am 
not. And I haven't been able to set- 
tle the question yet.”

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HOLT’S BOMB LEFT 
FHAVOC IN CAPITOL 


Telephone Booths, Mirror and| 
Clock Blown to Pieces, Doors 
and Ceiling Wrecked. 


WASHINGTON, July 3.—Investigation 
of the explosion late last night which 
wrecked the Senate reception room of 
the National Capitol was interrupted to- 
night by the confesion in New York of 
Frank Holt, the man who shot J. P. 
Morgan at his home in Glen Cove, L. I., 
this morning, that he also had been re- 
sponsible for the explosion. Early in 
the day Washington papers received a 
letter signed “R. Pearce,”’ in which the 
writer stated that he had planned the 
capitol explosion as ‘“‘the exclamation 
point to my appeal for peace.”’ 

Hours before Holit’s confesison, suspi- 
cion was aroused here that the assail- 
ant of Morgan and the man who sought 
io wreck the capitol were identical. Ho!t 
nad given utterance in New York, fol- 
lowing his arrest, to statements striking- 
ly similar to expressions in the ‘‘Pearce” 
letter. 

Caused Great Havoc. 

The havoc wrought by Holt’s bomb in 
the capitol was terrific. In the recep- 
tion room, telephone booths lined the 
wall near the window where the bomb 
was placed behind a switchboard. The 
framework around this window was 0°: 
iron and was shattered. The booths 
were blown into splinters and bits of 
metal were imbedded in the splinters. 
Directly in front of the switchboard, no 
vestige of which could be found save a 
few pieces of metal, was a mantel! on 
which stood a large gilt-framed mirror. 
fi was shattered into thousands of 
pieces. Souvenir hunters, seeking these 
fragments, had to be restricted by the 
police while the inquiry progressed. An 
onyx clock, a fixture of the reception 
room for 20 years, was converted almost 
into powder.

We stand for peace and good will © 
to all men and yet while our Euro- 
pean brethren are madly setting out 
to kill one another, we egg them on 
and furnish them more effective 
means of murder. We get rich by 
exportation of explosives when it 
means the untold suffering and 
death of millions of our- brethren 
and their widows and orphans. 

(By the way, don't put this on the 
Germans or on Bryan. I am an old- 
fashioned American with a _ con- 
science, if it is not a sin to have a 
conscience.) 

We are within the international 
law when we make this blood money,

officials and upon national property. 

Secretary Tumulty today tele- 
graphed to Cornish to have the secret 
service guard which protects the 
President strengthened without delay. 

At the same time irfstructions were 
giventotheChiefof Police of Wash- 
ington to tighten up the White Houso 
guard. As a result of these instruc- 
tions additional policemen were de 
tailed to the Capitol. Policemen have 
instructions to arrest without delay 
any person acting suspiciously in the 
White House grounds. 

Several weeks ago Secretary Gar- 
| rison strengthened the guards around 
all Government arsenals and muni- 
tion plants because he feared that an 
attempt might be made to destroy 
them. : 

He suggested to private manufac- 
turers of arms and ammunitions that 
they take similar steps. His advice 
was followed. Marine guards have 
been doubled at vriutally all the navy 
yards and private ship-building 
plants.

DALLAS, Tex., July 3.—Presiding 
Elder O. F. Sensabaugh of the Dal- 
las district, Methodist Episcopal 
Church South, sald today he has a 
son-in-law named Frank Holt, whose 
present address is Mills Hotel, Sev- 
enth avenue and Thirty-sixth street, 
New York City.

He declined to give 
details as to his son-in-law’s life.

Florida Fruit Grower Had Re- 
volver Pointed at Compan- 
ions, Chauffeur Says.

John J. Mendenhall, 45, a prominent 
fruit grower on the west coast of Flor- 
ida is uhder arrest and in jail at Clear- 
water, charged with murder in the first 
degree in connection with the killing of 
Mrs. Charles W. Elliott, wife of a 
Tampa business man, and her daughter, 
Susan, for whom Mendenhall, it is al- 
leged, had an attachment. Guy Stemple, 
driver of the ‘‘murder car,” in which 
the tragedy was enacted, after he fled, 
and Clarence T. Hammock, a brother- 
in-law of the accused man are held as 
material witnesses. 

Following 4Ahe alleged murder of the 
women, the automobile wh which 
were riding was set on fire and 
both the bodies were badly burned. It 
was impossible to determine whether 
either woman had been shot, but it is 
assured they were. — 

The mother was killed by blows on 
the head delivered by a beer bottle, the 
condition of the skull would indicate. 

Mendenhall says he ts innocent of the 
charges, that he did not know the wom- 
en, had never been with them and 
that he knew nothing of the crime. 

Stemple declared that Mendenhall en- 
gaged him in Tampa to drive him and 
the two women from Tampa to Clear- 
water. He had come within eight 
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miles of Clearwater when he heard a 


crash, and, looking back, saw Menden- 
hall covering both women with a re- 
volver, he says. Stemple says a shot 
was fired as he left the automobile. 

Stemple continued on his way to Clear- 
water and upon reaching another road, 
hailed an automobile in which the Rev.

Hie came to Clearwater 18 vears ago ind 
arnmassed a fortune. He always took an 
active part in religious, civic and social 
activities. He married since leaving Ken- 
tucky and has two daughters. Mrs. Men- 
denhall is in a critical condition as a 
result of thee shock of her husband's 
arrest. 

Miss Elliott became acquainted with 
Mendennall about Christmas of 912. 
Although the fact of their friendship 
was not known to any of the girl's fam- 
ily for many months. Several months 
ago Miss Elliott took her mother into 
her confidence and told her the story 
of her affair with Mendenhall it is said. 
She kept the secret of the daughter and 
endeavored to decide what should be 
done. She is said to have had several 
conferences With Mendenhall on the sub- 
ject. .

Special Train Will Carry Relic 
and 26 Councilmen From 


Philadelphia to San Francisco.

Four 
policemen from the Philadelhpia traf- 
fic squad will guard the relic until 
it is again returned to its home. 


Starts on Journey Tomorrow. 
At sunrise on Monday workmen 


will remove the bell from its case 
and put it on the special hanger that 
will suport it across the country. If 
will be wheeled on a truck to Inde- 
pendence Square, where patriotic ex- 
ercises will be held. At noon the 
First Brigade, Pennsylvania National 
Guard will escort the bell to the West 
Philadelphia station of the Pennsyl- 
vania Ratlroad, where it will be 
hoisted on a special car. The First 
Troop, Philadelphia City Cavalry, 
which organization escorted George 
Washington on state functions in 
Philadelphia, will Be the special es- 
cort of the bell as on previous occa- 
sions. At 3 p. m. the bell train with 
a party of 26 City Councilmen will 
start on the journey. 

The train will consist of a baggage 
car, diner, three sleepers, a special! 
car for the reception of guests en 
route, and a car for the bell which 
will be at the rear. This is a special- 
ly constructed flat car, with an iron 
railing at the sides and ends. Ameri- 
can flags will wave from staffs at 
each corner and there will be other 
decorations in American colors. 

Even cities traversed in the night 
will get a glimpse of the relic, a sys- 
tem of illumination having been de- 
vised that will throw a blaze of light 
on the bell as it passes through in 
the darkness. 


Protected From Shock. 
Shock absorbers have been installed 


on the flat car to keep the bell from 
being jolted. The train crews will 
be specially picked for their careful- 
ness in starting and stopping trains. 
The speed limits across the continent 
will not be less than 18 miles an hour 
nor more than 36 miles. The sched- 
ule will be rigidly observed so that 
crowds may not be kept waiting be- 
yond the time appointed for the train 
to go through thelr communities. 

The train will arrive in San Fran- 
cisco Friday night, July 16, and Sat- 
urday, July 17, will be Liberty Beli 
day at the exposition. FHarly in the 
morning the relic will be conveyed 
to its place in the Pennsylvania 
Building on the exposition grounds, 
where exercises will be held. 

The bell will leave San Francisco 
in November and will return by the 
Southern route, through Los Angeles, 
San Diego, Arizona and Texas.

LONDON, July 3.—Announcement 
that Gen. Gouraud, commander of the 
French forces at the Dardanelles, 
had been wounded by the explosion 
of a shell was made in the French of- 
ficial statement issued in Paris to- 
night.

Attack Finally Checked. 

“To the east the attack was pressed 
yloger under a heavy artillery fire, but 
finhlly was checked about 40 yards from 
our parapet. Bomb attacks and inter- 
mittent shelling continued but no fur- 
ther general attack was made and at 
6:30 a. m. the French moved out and 
by 7:20 a. m. had taken a strong system 
of entrenchments immediately in front 
pf the left center of the line called by 
them Quadrilateral."’

MOUNT VERNON, Ill, July 3.—A 
new turn was given today to the 
investigation of embezzlement of city 
money by former City Clerk Frank 
Menzer, who was arrested yesterday 
by order of the City Council, when 
it became known that the State au- 
thorities also prefer charges against 
Menzer. James Payne, a Deputy 
Game Warden and brother of the 
Mayor, at the request of the State 
authorities has investigated the ac- 
counts of Menzer as they concern his 
payments to the State of money he 
collected for hunting licenses. , Payne 
sald he had found a shortage of $350. 

In the course of the investigation 
it was discovered that two years ago 
Menzer was found to be $200 short 
in his returns to the State treasury 
and that his shortage was known to 
several of his political friends here. 
Old Shortage Made Good by a Note. 

This shortage was made good by a 
note at the Third National Bank in- 
dorsed by two of the city clerk's 
friends. Despite the attention this 
called to his affairs the citizens gen- 
erally knew nothing of the facts and 
no effort was made to investigate 
his dealings with the city. 

State’s Attorney J. F. Watson said 
this afternoon that the arrest of 
Menzer will be asked upon at least 
two other charges brought by the 
city and a bond demanded much high- 
er than the $800 one he furnished 
yesterday after much difficulty. The 
State’s Attorney decided late this 
afternoon not to take action until 
next Tuesday, when it is believed 
that P. C, Perkins, a St. Louis ac- 
countant, will be ready to make his 
final report of audit of Menzer’s 
books and papers which were recov- 
ered from a junk dealer's, where he 
had sent them to be destroyed.

A prohibition debate, in which Con- 
Sressman Meeker was taking the “wet 
side,’”” was suddenly interrupted at Des- 
loge, Mo., vester@ay afternoon, when 
one of the auditors, sitting in the sec- 
ond row from the platform, was shot 
and killed in the presence of about 309 
persons attending a picnic given by the 
Brotherhood of American Yoemen. 

The slayer was Deputy Sheriff Sam- 
uel Doss, and his victim was Otto Hultt. 
a former Constable. Doss is said to 
have fired his revolver five times, and 
besides killing Huitt, he wounded an- 
other of Meeker’s auditors. Doss, in 
the fight with Huitt, was slashed several! 
times with a knife. 

Doss Interrupted Meeker. 

The killing was the result of an old 
grudge between the two men. Meeker’s 
cpponent, D. O. Nations of Farmington, 
Mo., was taking his last ten minutes’ 
of time allotted for argument. A re- 
mark made by Congressman Meeker dur- 
ing his talk is said to have led to the 
renewal of hostilities between Doss and 
Huitt. 

Doss, who is 52 years old and married, 
has been active for the dry element in 
St. Francois County during the last year. 
Looss interrupted Congressman Meeker’s 
speech several times. The last time he 
interrupted he was told by Hultt to keep 
quiet. Doss then left the crowd and re- 
turned in about 15 minutes. 

When Huitt saw Doss coming towards 
him he got up and advanced also. The 
men met and began to fight a few feet 
from the speaker's platform. Several 
blows were struck, and Doss began to 
bleed prcfusely from several knife cuts 
on his face and throat. He stepped 
back, drew a revolver and fired five 
shots. Three of the bullets hit HMultt. 
one in the eye, another in the shoulder 
and a third in his shoulder. Huitt fell 
unconscious, and was dead before he 
could be removed from the picnic 
grounds. 

One of the bullets went wild and hit 
William Allen, a spectator, in the hip. 
His wound is said not to be serious. 
and he was able to go home tinassisted. 

Meeker Tells of Murder. 

Huitt was a bachelor, 4 years old. He 
had lived in and around Desiloge for 
years. 

Doss was arrested and released on 
bond, after which he was taken to his 
home, where his wounds were dressed. 

“It was all dohe so quickly no ond 
had any time to think what it would 
be best to do under the circumstances " 
Congressman Meeker said iast nighi, 
following his arrival in St. Louis after 
the killing. ‘“‘The women present did 
not seem to mind the murder so much. 
During the shooting I heard only one 
woman scream, and she was trying to 
poke the eyes gut of Doss with her um- 
brella.”’

Charley White Has Better of No- 
Decision Bout With British 
Titleholder.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

BRIGHTON BEACH, N. Y., July 3.— 
Charley White of Chicago, to all in- 
tents and purposes, won the light- 
weight championship of the world 
from Freddie Welsh of England, at 
the Brighton Beach A. C., Brighton 
Beacb, tonight. 

The only thing that revented the 
title passing from Welsh to White 
was the law of this State which pro- 
hibits the referee from giving a de- 
cision, White earned the honors of 
the boxing in seven out of 10 rounds.

Several times Welsh pinned White's 
arms to his sides thus preventing him 
from striking a blow when a eclear- 
cut victory was within reach of the 
Chicago fighter

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POV. DUNNE SIGNS 
BILL RAISING PAY 


OF LEGISLATORS 


Measure Increases Salaries From 
$2000 to $3500 for Two- 
Year Period. 


COST OF LIVING A FACTOR 


Says Expenses Justify Higher 
Salary and That It Will Work 
Against Corruption. 


Special to the Poet-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, TIll., July 3.—Gov. 
Dunne late this afternoon signed the 
bill increasing the pay of members of 
the General Assembly from $2000 to 
$3500 for the two years ich 
the members are elected. Inj oing 
so, the Governor declared thathe be- 
lieved the increase would enefit 
legislation. 

The expensive campaigns necessary 
under the primary act, the Governor 
says, and the living expenses of mem- 
bers at Springfield, makes it impos- 
sible for Assemblymen to save more 
than $250 a year out of their salaries. 
This makes the operations of corrup- 
tionists easier, the executive believes. 

The Assembly voted itself mileage 
for the ‘session which closed last 
Thursday. It is said the Governor 
hesitated to sign the bill because of 
the likelihood that the next Assembly, | 
even with the increased pay, would 
follow this precedent. 

Belleves Increase Justified. 

“In signing this bill Il believe that 
Il am actuated solely in so doing by 
the public interest, and that the law 
will redound to the public benefit,” 
the Governor said in his statement. 

“At the present time the salary of 
the members of the Legislature is 
$2000. for the term for which they 
were elected, or $1000 per year. 

“l am reliably informed that since 
the enactment of the direct primary 
it costs members of the Legislature 
from $500 to 1500 and sometimes 
more, in all contested candidacies. 
Most of these expenses are incurred 
for advertising, printing, lithographs, 
hiring of halls, music, etc., which 
ate entirely legitimate expenses in 
exploiting the candidate's claim for 
popular support. 

“In some few cases where candi- 
dates are unopposed the expenses of 
election may not be to exceed $500, 
but these cases are the exception. I 
think that I am safe in declaring 
that the average legitimate expenses 
of a candidate for member of the 
Legislature is $700. After the elec- 
tion he is compelled to attend at 
least one session of the Legislature, 
which, judging by the las* three ses- 
sions o. the Legislature. lasts close 
on to six months. The member is 
also compelled at times to attend 
special sessions of the Legislature 
outside of the regular session. 

“In attendance at these sessions of 
the Legislature the member is com- 
pelled t: live in Springfield at least 
four days out of every week. Five 
days week he must sperd away 
from home, either in Springfield or 
in goin;s from or coming to Spring- 
field. The cost of living in Spring- 
field to the ordinary Legis’ator must 
“average at least $5 a day. His liv- 
ing expenses in Springfield, and his 
railroad fare to Springfield and re- 
turn must cost him on the average 
about $30 a week. An attendance of 
24 weeks, such as occurred during 
the sessions of 1913 and 1915, at 
$30 a week, would amount to $720 
Adding tu.s $/20 to the $750 average 
expense of election, would make each 
member of the Legislature expend 
legitimately and fairly i- securing 
his election and living in Springfield, 
in the neighborhood of $1500, leaving 
to the Legislator as ...s compensation 
for the two-year term a bare $500, 
or $250 a year. This is the situa- 
tion at the present time. 


Would Lessen Corruption. 

“It leaves the legislator with such 
Spare compensation a prey to the 
wiles and artifices of the professional 
lobbyist ever at hand to cajole and 
corrupt the weak and unwary Repre- 
sentative of the people. Such inade- 
quate compensation in the past has 
been conducive to weakness on the 
part of the legislator, if not to cor- 
ruption. Men in public life should 
not be exposed to the temptations 
produced by such a situation. 

“I am convinced that the raising 
of the salaries of the members of the 
Legislature will be conducive toward 
the selection of good legislators and 
the enactment of good laws.”’ 

“IT am glad to know the views here- 
inabove axpressed are entertained by 
the Legislative Voters’ League, which 
has concerned itself for years with 
the character of the men in the Gen- 
eral Assembly and the character of 
the laws of the State of Illinois. That 
organization has lately publicly an- 
nounced that in the opinion of the 
League a salary of $3500 for a mem- 
ber of the Legislature is reasonable 
and that the members of the Legis- 
lature were justified for voting 
therefor.” ‘

Gay Costumes of Virginians Ad- 
mired by Scores at Union 
Station. 


The midway at Union Station present- 
ed a wartime appearance last night 
when 187 members of the Richmond 
Light Infantry Blues, a crack military 
organization, known as the “patent 
leather regiment, ’’escorting Gov. Henry 
Carter Stuart of Virginia and his staff, 
to the Panama-Pacific Exposition at 
san Frus:cisco disembarked from a spe. 
Cial train for a four-hour visit with the 
Virginia Society of St. Louis. 

The train arrived over the Big Four 
at 8:0 o'clock, having been delayed 
three hours, which seriously interfered 
with the plans of the local Virginians 
for the entertainment ‘of the visitors. 
The party was to have been taken to the 
entrance to Forest Park at King’s high- 
way and Lindell boulevard, where it 
was to have formed in line for a parade 
to the Jefferson Memorial and then to 
Forest Park Highlands. The parade had 
to be abandoned, but the visitors were 
entertained at dinner at Yorest Park 
Highlands, where Gov. Major, Adjutant- 
General John B. O’Meara of the Mis- 
souri National Guards, and Acting May- 
or Haller paid their respects to the 
Virginia Governor and his staff. 


Have Showy Costumes, 
The rich and showy costumes of the 


Richmond Blues attracted the admira- 
tion of hundreds of persons who crowd- 
ed Union Station to witness their ar- 
rival. The soldiers carried guns and 
wore uniforms of navy blue, trimmed 
with white. The lapels of their coats 
were faced with white. They had white 
shoulder straps and magnificent white 
plumes surmounted their helmets of 
brilliant patent leather. Patent leather 
shoes also formed a part of the showy 
dress which has won for them the name 
of the ‘“‘patent leather regiment.”’ 

The visitors were met by a commit- 
tee from the Virginia Society of St. 
Louis, including its officers. These are 
Walker Hill, president; William H. Lee, 
vice president, and Cary N. Weisiger 
Jr.. secretary-treasurer. Other mem- 
bers of the Entertainment Committee 
were W. W. Hoxton, Samuel B. Mce- 
Pheeters and Albert Bond Lambert. 

Gov. Stuart told reporters his 
State was sending so imposing a rep- 
resentation to San Francisco as a 
tribute to the ‘Vest for the cordial 
extended to 
the sons of Virginia. 

Jaunt Costs &30,000. 

The jaunt is costing $30,000. Of 
this $10,000 was appropriated by the 
State, $10,000 was given by the City 
of Richmond and $10,000 was raised 
in Richmond by popular subscription. 

The Richmond Blues are consid- 
ered one of the finest military or- 
ganizations in the country, The or- 
ganization was formed in 1878 by 
survivors of the Civil War and their 
descendants. To be a menrfber of this 
organization is considered a high 
social honor and as the membership 
is limited there is always a large 
waiting list. Maj. E. W. Boles is 
commanding the fair party. 

The special train of 11 cars left 
at midnight over the Missouri Pacific. 
It will arrive in San Francisco 
Wednesday at 8 p. m. The train will 
be kept intact until the party re- 
turns to Richmond July 24.

PIECE WAICH COST 
J.P. MORGAN $1000 


Museum Acquires 34 Examples 
of Chinese Porcelain From 
Famous Collection. 


The Board of Control of the City 
Art Museum announced yesterday that 
it had acquired 38 pieces of rare and 
antique Chinese porcelains, all but four 
of them coming from the famous col- 
lection of the late J. Pierpont Morgan, 
which was exhibited for years at the 
Metropolitan Art Museum in New York. 
The cost of the porcelains to the muse- 
um was not made public, but it was 
said that Morgan paid $15,000 for the 34 
obtained from his collection. .The ex- 
pense was defrayed out of the regular 
revenues of the musem. 

One of the examples is a ceremonial 
lantern, a marvel of intricate lace and 
jewel work, for which Morgan paid 
$1000. Several of the pieces date back 
to the famous Ming period of 500 years 
ago. Others are of the classic Chinese 
ceramic period, known as K’ang-Hsi, the 
date of which was 1662-1722. 

Part of the Morgan collection was sold 
to wealthy connoisseurs, like’ Frick, 
Rockefeller and Widener. The remainder 
is being disposed of among the art muse- 
ums of various citles. A gallery of 125 
pieces was sent to St. Louis for in- 
spectfon, and from among them Di- 
rector R. A. Holland chose the 388 ex- 
amples purchased. 

Represent Range of Porcelain Making 

His idea’ was to répresent in a small 
collection something of the range of 
Chinese porcelain making, not only as 
to period, but to variety of color 
and form. All of the pieces acquired 
have been authenticated by Dr. 8S. W. 
Bushnell, an authority on Chinese 
ceramics, and by William M. Laffan, 
who edited the catalogue of the Mor- 
gan collection. 

Among the more notdble pieces are 
two examples of the rare apple green 
color, which was invented by Lang- 
Ting-tso, the famous viceroy to Em- 
peror K’ang-Hsi (1662-1722) and 
called after him “Lang-vao.” He al- 
so invented the famous “Sang-de- 
Hoeuf,’ or oxbleod color, of which 
there is a piece on exhibition. Pieces 
of this color are the rarest and the 
most sought after of all Chinese por- 
celains. - 

There are also two small ex- 
amples of the celebrated peach bloom 
color, which was first made during 
the reign of K'ang-Hsi. It is called 
“apple green and red” by the 
Chinese. The idea was to represent 
the color of the peach bloom from 
the time it is tiny bud bursting 
through the green calyx, till it be- 
comes a full blossom. 


Souffle Glazes, 
One case contains a collection of 


“blue and white" pieces of the 
K’ang-Hsi period. There are two ex- 
amples of the souffle glaze—one rob- 
ins’ egg blue and one pink. These 
pecullar hues were produced by blow- 
ing the color through a tube witb 
silk gauze at the end, through which 
it was forced in minute particles on- 
to the body. 

Among the other colors represent- 
ed are clair-de-lune or pale moon- 
light white, mirror black, imperial 
yellow, mazarine blue, turquoise blue. 
gray blue, iron rust, famille vert, 
famille noir and camellia leaf green. 

There are several vases in cobalt 
and powder blue. One of these is a 
“matrimonial jar,” with decoration 
in graceful carp, ascending and de- 
scending, to indicate the “ups and 
downs of married life.” The fish are 
done in pale colar color and the sea- 
weed and other aquatic plants are 


in gold. A powder-blue beaker has 
= daleed design in a rose color. There 
is one piece in mirror-black glaze and

one in the very rare apple-green. 


GOVERNMENT SUIT 


T0 DISSOLVE THE 
READING IS LOST 


U. S. District Court Gives Long 
Delayed Decision in Favor 
of Defendants. 


HOLDS LAW NOT VIOLATED 


{Action Was Against Three Com- 


panies Alleged to Be in 
Illegal Combination. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 3.—The United 
States District Court today gave a de- 
cision in favor of the defendant in the 
Government’s suit to dissolve the Read- 


ing company and to separate the New 
Jersey Central Railroad from the Read. 
ing. 

The suit was against the three Read- 
ing companies, the Central Railroad Co, 
of New Jersey, the Lehigh Coal and 
Navigation Co. and other concerns and 
individuals ‘n the cdal producing or coal 
carrying trade, the object of the action 
being to break up an allegod combina- 
tion among them which the Government 
cnarged existed in violation of .the 
bherman anti-trust law and the commo- 
dities clause of the Hepburn railroad 
act. 

The Court divided the defendants intc 
two groups, one headed by the Reading 
iolding company and the other by the 
Lehigh Navigation Co. The only con- 
nection between the two, the Court said. 
‘s a certain agreement made in March, 
1871, and the Court holds that this agree- 
ment does not violate the laws of the 
Unitee States and therefore that the 
Lehigh Navigation group need not be 
further considered. But the Govern- 
ment is allowed to proceed against this 
group separateiy, if it decides to do so. 

Reading Group Taken Up. 

The Canals and the Wilmington and 
Northern Railroad are considered as 
neglible features and the bill is dis- 
missed. as to them. After considering 
the extent of the unmined deposit the 
Court took up the Reading group, de- 
clining to go into anv charges before the 
reorganization in 1896. The subject of 
unlawful combination under the ant)- 
trust act of 1890 is discussed with spe- 
cial reference to the mining and trans- 
portation of coal and the Court held 
that a miner must in common prudence 
look to the future and may therefore 
acquire surplus cual lands, even in large 
a4inounts. No evidence had been offered 
that large producers had been injured 
and no effort was made to prove that 
the prices of coal had been excessive, 
the Court said. As to the smaller pro- 
ducers, several charges of unfair con- 
duct were examined and one or two 
were sustained, but in general the Court 
said: 

“Except as stated, no discrimination 
Or oppression against other producers 
and sellers has been proved against the 
tnree Reading companies. No dealer 
lias been prevented from going into 
business and no shipper has been pre- 
vented from shipping all he produced. 

Meets Competition in Markets. 

“The coal company meets competi- 
tion in all the markets it reaches. 
All along the Reading Railroad the 
coal of other shippers over that route 
meets its own coal, while at many 
points the Pennsylvania Railroad and 
the Lehigh Valley Railroad bring the 
product of other mines. In more dis- 
stant markets it faces the competi- 
tion of all its rivals. 

“Neither is there any proof that 
the price of coal has been exterminate 
or unreasonable. Even in t‘mes of 
scarcity, there has been no exaction 
of higher prices. 

“The rates of freight have remained 
for years substantially as they now 
are, and (except in the case of cer- 
tain shippers over two other roads; 
not defendants, that reach the anthra- 
cite flelds), the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, with full power of regu- 
lating the subject, has not interferred 
with these rates, Indeed, the com- 
mission heard and dismissed a com- 
plaint against the reasonableness of 
the rates charged by the Reading 
Railway and other carriers at the suit 
of William R. Hearst several years 
ago.”’ 

Commodities Clause Not Violated. 

The Court then considers the Central 
Ratlroad of New Jersey as the owner of 
nearly all the capital stock of the 
Wilkes-Barre Coal Co., a competitor in 
the mining of coal. The Court holds 
that as the Reading Coal and Iron Co. 
and the Wilkes-Barre Coal Co. are com- 
petitors, the union of control over these 
two companies in the Reading holding 
company is objectionable, but as the 
interchange of traffic between the Read- 
ing Railroad and the Centra] of New 
Jersey is not complained of and is evi- 
dently of very great value to both sys- 
tems, the Court makes a suggestion 
that the object of the Government wil! 
be attained if the Wilkes-Barre Coa! 
Co. should be divorced from the Central 
railroad. But as this particular matter 
was not argued, it commends this sub- 
ject to counsel for further consideration 
when the decree comes to be framed. 

The remaining questions in the suit 
is under the commodities clause and 
the Court decides that the commodities 
clause has not been violated by the 
Reading company. The Court ex- 
pressed regret at the delay in the de- 
cision of the case. The case was argued 
in June, 1914. The decision was written 
by Judge McPherson and concurred 
in by Judges Buffington and Hunt. 
These three Judges also sat in the 
United States Steel case, which was 
recently decided.

Cleaning a Poultry House. 

I had my chicken house whitwashec 
this spring, but it is so full of lice I 
can hardly go into it. I closed the 
house tight and smoked old shoes and 
then put su!iphur on tne fire, but that 
did nw good. I washed the chicken 
pens and the floor with buckets of water 
and that did no good, either. I have 
never had so many lice in my poultry 
house before and I am surprised that 
veo more of my chickens have died. 
Please advise me as to what to do to 
get rid of the lice.—C. M. H., St. Louis, 
Mo. 

While whitewash is an excellent dis- 
infectant and purifier, and will’ kill a 
great many lice and their nits, it should 
not be depended upon exclusively to get 
rid of the pest. Even if very care- 
fully done some lice and their eggs will 
be missed in corners and crevices. The 
fumigating with sulphur should have 
checked them very materially, and I 
do not understand why you had no bet- 
ter success with it, if it was done thor- 
oughly. If possible, I would get all the 
birds into some other temporary quar- 
fers, then take out every box, roost, 
hopper, trough, and everything else that 
is absolutely not a part of the walls 
or roof. Then use kerosene or Kerosene 
emulsion on every spot, crack or corner 
where a louse may be in hiding. Prob- 
ably it would be a good plan to burn 
up all the nest boxes and get new 
ones. 

Kerosene will penetrate all crevices 
and crannies, but ewough must be used 
£0 as to reach every part of them. It 
may be applied with a brush or spray 
pump, and a machine oll can is also 
very handy with which to squirt it into 
cracks and corners that may not be 
reached otherwise. While the fowls are 
out of the house dust them thoroughly 
with a good lice powder. The way to 
do this is to hold them up by the legs 
and shake the powder well into the 
fluff, especially under the wings and 
legs. 

Then return only enough of the equip- 
ment to the house to supply the imme- 
diate needs of the flock, or if the birds 
can be kept in their temporary quar- 
ters leave them there for several days 
or even weeks. Of course, the floor of 
the house needs careful treatment, too. 
If a wooden floor, scrape and then scrub 
it thoroughly, using a stiff brush and 
washing powder. Then apply kerosene. 
If an earth floor, take out enough of 
the surface to get down Into fresh earth, 
then replace this, if necessary, with 
earth from the outside. In a week or 
10 days repeat the application of kero- 
sene to get the lice that were missed 
the first time and those hatched from 
the eggs meantime. 

Perhaps three or four treatments of 
this kind will be needed if the house is 
very badly infested. If these methods 
will not get results for you, then your 
problem is too much for us.

WOODSON HOLDING OUT PART OF

From tne meager information given in 
the case of the chicks it will be ex- 
ceedingly difficult to recommend a defi- 
nite treatment. Undoubtedly there is 
some bowel ailment present, perhaps 
caused by getting something to eat not 
meant for them. Under the circum- 
stances the only advice we would care 
to give is to change their feed, and put 
the well birds into new quarters to 
insure safcty from contagion. Feed 
whole grain of the smaller kinds ‘and 
no sloppy food, but let them have 
plenty of fresh water. 

The hen is affected with a roupy con- 
dition and the usual treatment for roup 
should relieve, and may cure her. Dis- 
solve some permanganate of potash 
crystals in a small amount of water and 
add enough of this to the drinking 
water so as to turn it a deep wine 
color. Let her have no other water to 
drink ani also dip her head into this 
for a few seconds two or three times 
a day. Bething the head in hydrogen 
peroxide also is recommended as very 
helpful. However, unless this hen ts a 
valuable bird I would not advise going 
to very much trouble in trying to cure 
her. She ought never again to be 
used as a breeder. She will never be 
as g00d as a well bird, other condi- 
tions being equal. 


Roup or Gapes. 

I have some R. I. Red chicks 4 montlis 
old that were sick for four weeks. The 
diisease seems to be something Ike roup 
They._have a rattling In the throat, shake 
their heads, show a little diachargé, and 
have a poor appetite. I killed these 
chicks. I also had some hens with a 
similar disease.—G. J., St. Louls. 

My first impression was that these 
chicks are affected with gapes, but you 
do not describe the symptoms fully 
enough to make one feel positive about 
this. In the case of gapes, the symp- 
toms are almost unmistakable. There Is 
a gasping for breath, the chicks assume 
8 droopy attitude, and they lose weight 
rapidly. The usual treatment for this is 
to dip a feather into turpentine and ap- 
ply it to the inside of the throat. But 
unless you are sure that they have gapes 
from the symptoms given, don't give this 
treatment, as it is pretty harsh and bad 
cnough when they must have it to save 
them. If it is not gapes a condition 
brought on by exposure to cold or rain 
or both, ‘being in fact a form of roup, lisa 
ihe ailment. In that case the treatment 
recommended for roup in older birds 
should be followed. 


Work by Expert on 
Caponizing Industry 


The fourth annual edition of ‘“‘What’'s 
a Capon, and Why," has been published 
by George Reuoy of Cedar Vale, Kan. 
It is a booklet of more than seventy 
pages, and the edition, it Is announced, 
was of 10,000 copies. It contains as a 
special feature a list of more than @ 
capon buyers, In various parts of the 
country, who constitute a certain and 
convenient market for those who are 
engaged or may engage in the industry. 

The capon has become a modern ne- 
cessity, Beuoy states at the outset of 
his treatire, and, while they are still 
the greatest delicacy that can be placed 
before particular epicures, modern in- 
genuity has placed them within the 
reach of everyone with energy and am- 
bition enough to feed and care for a 
chicken. The caponizing process, he 
explains in considerable detail, with 
illustrations from life, is one that even 
a child can easily master. The book- 
let also treats, in entertaining and in- 
structive style, the various uges to 
which capons can be put other than 
food. The principal of these, perhaps, 
is as foster mother to young chicks, 
turkeys or other fowls, in which ca- 
pacity they are in some instances de- 
clared to be more efficient and trust- 
worthy than the real mothers. 

As the weather grows warmer the feed 
of corn and similar heating foods should 
be cut down. Oats, wheat, bran, milk 
and ‘green feed are better for the sum- 
mer months.

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POULTRY-BREEDING 


Has Shipped 1500 Settings of 
Pure-Bred Barred Plymouth 
Rock Eggs This Season. 


The 8 members of the Middletown, 
Va,, County High School Poultry Clue 
have shipped 1500 settings of pure-bre= 
barred plymouth rock eggs so far this 
season. The club represents a new idea 
in poultry work—community poultry 
breeding. It offers great opportunities 
for the improvement of poultry stock, 
as well as the marketing of poultry and 
€ges, and can.easily be adopted by 
many of the schools teaching agricul- 
tural subjects. 

A single flock of about 30 pure-bred 
plymouth rocks forms a nucleus for the 
distribution throughout the district of 
eggs for hatching. But the students 
are not the only ones to benefit from the 
flock. Their parents and anyone within 
the county can obtain a setting of eggs 
for hatching, in paymerit for which they 
return in the fall one of the chickens 
hatched. The members of the club and 
other individuals who obtain eggs to 
start raising pure-bred stock, however, 
have to pledge themselves to hatch eggs 
from this source only. 

Care of the poultry is part of the 
schoo} janitor’s work, and thus it is 
systematically cared for by one rather 
than under a hit-or-miss plan where a 
number of school children “try their 
hand” at feeding the fowls. 

Two male birds are kept with the 3 
hens only during the breeding season, 
and eggs are sold in the open market 
when not sold to club members or indi- 
viduals for setting. To prevent inbreed- 
ing the roosters of a different strain 
may be’ substituted each spring. 

The poultry club affords a chance to 
exchange breeding fowls and introduce 
new blood into the flocks. It also pro- 
vides a valuable outlet for the energies 


of the young folks who are interested 
in things pertaining to the farm. 


Early Fall Laying 
Calls for Care Now 


Care now will make your chicks lay 
early in the fall. They should haves 
plenty of green food, plenty of water, 
and sheltered yards. 

Spray the hen-ouse thoroughly witn 
‘kerosene or Haquid lice-killer. 

Cover the windows of the poultry 
house with, woven wire and get a 
woven-wire "door. Thus you may give 
the hens plenty of air at night, with 
no danger from skunks, weasels or oth- 
er marauders. 

Little chicks should be sprinkled with 
some lice-killer, or pyrethrum powder, 
to keep lice away. 

As soon as the breeding season is over 
the males should be removed from the 
yard. 

Clean the incubators and brooders be- 
fore putting them away. Wash with 
boiling water and dry in the sun. 

Scald receptacles for feed and water 
frequently. 

If there is no natural shelter, provide 
one, particularly for the chicks, by 
hanging burlap over a frame. 


Shade for Poultry 
a Summer Requirement 


: matter that seems of small, if any, 
importance to many poultry raisers is 
provision for shade for the fowls in the 
summer. On' most farms trees, shrub- 
bery, hedges and buildings solve this 
problem, but on others the birds gath- 
cred about the dwelling show that they 
have no other place to go to escape 
the rays of the sun. Young stock, 
chicks especially, need a shaded place 
in hot weather, and if it can be ar- 
ranged so that there is a current of air 
through it, all the better. 

Failure to provide shade for poultry 
during the summer not only results in 
a large number of deaths, but the flocks 
are less productive. Poultry of all kinds 
requires shade, and ducks and geese 
very quickly succumb if unable to get 
protection from the sun's rays. 


Minnesota Showing 
Interest in Poultry 


Missourt expends more in promoting 
the poultry industry than any other 
State, and is doubtless the greatest poul- 
try State in the country. The last 
Legislature appropriated $1,110 for gen- 
eral poultry work. especia'ly the work 
dene by the experiment station at Moun- 
tain Grove. and in addition $10,080 to be 
used as premiums for the smaller poul- 
try shows.

JURORS GET EXTRA - 


FEE FROM LAWYERS, 
JUSTICE: DECLARES 


East St. Louis Man Recently 
Elected Says System Is Dis- 
grace to City. 


Russell E. Townsend, a young at- 
torney who wag elected Justice of 
the Peace in East St. Louis on*the 
Molliman ticket April 6, last night 
made startling declarations to the 
Police Board about conditions in East 
St. Louis justice courts, which, he 
said, “are rotten to. the core and a 
disgrace to the city.’ 


Justice Townsend said there are 
lawyers that are “justice jury prac- 
titioners,”’ and who have a following 
of about 50 #£=professional jurymen 
who hang around justice courts and 
nearby saloons to await jury sum- 
monses. He knows, he said, that cer- 
tain of these lawyers pay extra fees 
to certain Constables to subpena 
enough of the so-called professional 
jurymen that at least one will be on 
the jury in that particular case. 

“One is enough,” Justice Townsend 
said.. “The Constable will tell tha 
prospective juror ‘not to forget the 
defendant,’ or ‘the plaintiff,’ as the 
case may be, and that juror will stay 
out a week before he will render a 
verdict against that lawyer’s client. 

“A justice court juror getg a fee 
of 60 cents. Often the lawyer who 
wins the case will openly pay the 
jurymen an extra fee after the trial. 
I can sit on my bench and dismiss 
those fellows until I am blue in the 
face and they will keep coming. 


“This condition has become so well 
known among attorneys that the 
abler members of the profession have 
stopped practicing in the justice 
courts.

VERDICT AGAINST INSURANCE 
COMPANY REVERSED ON APPEAL! 


Jary Had Given 82000 Judgment for 
Loss of Saloon by Fire. 

The Court of Appeals, in an opin- 
ion written by Judge Nortoni, yvester- 
day reversed the verdict of a jury 
in Circuit Judge Cave's Court, which 
had rendered judgment for $2000: in 
favor of George A. Kelly against the 
American Central Insurance Co. 

Kelly’s saloon and grocery at 4342 
Lee avenue was burned June 5, 1911. 
He carried a fire policy in the Ameri- 
can Central Co., which declined to 
settle the loss on the theory that he 
set the place afire In remanding the 
case for another trial the Appellate 
Court alludes to the evidence of John 
H. riessemann, who testified he was 
offered $100 by the plaintiff to burn 
the place. 

Kelly was acquitted in the Criminal

Tells the Police She Has Been

NEVER SUSPECTED BEFORE 
Has Learned to Drink Beer and 


Fight When Necessary, 
She Boasts. 


A woman, who gave her name as 
Edna Christensen and said she had 
been “bumming” in. men’s clothes for 
three years,. was arrested about 4 
o'clock yesterday: aftérnoon while

The politeman had ap- 
proached the crowd of hoboes lounz- 
ing around the.dump and their at- 
tention was attracted by the youthful 
appearance and smooth face of the 
woman. One policeman asked her 
name. She said it was Harry Smith 
He then accused her of being a wom- 
an. She denied it, and the men also 
insisted she was not a woman. 
Her biue shirt was open at the col- 
lar and the policeman saw the edge of a 
a femine underrarment. She then 
admitted her sex and at first gave 
her name as Edna Christy. 

Says. Home Is in Illinois. 

At the police station she told 
porters some of her experiences, but 
refused any information as to her 
relatives or home, except to say that 
she had a good home in Illinois. She 
said she was 28 vears old, had been 
married and had a-son 9 vears old. 
He ‘is living with her parents, she 
said. She said her husband is dead. 

She was very nervous in the cell. 
Her black hair was shaggy and zet- 
ting long. It had been several weeks 
since a “bo” she met “on the’ road” 
had cut it for her. 

The prisoner asked for a cigar and 
puffed vigorously on it as she told of 
her advéntures as a hobo. “‘You know. 
I had to smoke on the road, and drink 
beer,”’.she said. She laughingly told 
how she had spent:Ffriday afternoon 
with. a: man fishing. along the banks of 
the Mississippi! River. The man $$ sold 
their catch for $1 and they went to a sa- 
loon and spent_aboutan our drinking 
beer. Several policemén came in while 
she was there, she said. 

Left Home With Van. 

She said she dressed as a. man so 
as to leaye her home town. with an ad- 
mirer thréé years ago. She tramped 
with him for a year, until he fell iil 
and went home. By that time. she 
said, she liked the excitement of hoboing 
80 well that. she kept on going. There- 
after she always kept to herself, to 
rénder the secret of her sex more se- 
cure. 

“I have been hit more times than I 
have fingers and toes,’’ she said, when 
reference Was made to two upper front 
teéth being missing. ‘‘And I always hit 
back just as hard as I could.”’ 

“It was easy to fool the railroad de- 
tectives,”’ she sald, ‘‘and the policemen, 
too. I have been in St. Louis three 
weeks, sleeping in box cars and deserted 
places, and have talked to several po- 
licemen.:’ 

Shé said she got food easily by knock- 
ing at back doors for ‘‘hand outs.”

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NO VACATION IN 43 YEARS! 


Anti-leisure championship goes to H. P. 
Vasquez, Kirkwood-F erguson motor- 
man, who has money enough for 
stacks of summer trips—Drove mule 
car on Broadway 52 years ago, and 
has served 46 years on street car 
platform—Thinks work more fun 
than a month in the Rockies $s 


F some modern Gil Blas could fly over St. Louis 
these summer days, and, instead of having every 
roof magically removed so that he could spy 
what was going on within, find every brain 
bared to his eye, he would probably discover 
that thoughts of vacation, hopeful or despair- 
ing, are filling the dreams of every man, wom- 

an and child—with one solitary exception. This is 
Hypolite Paul Vasquez of 5950 Bartmer avenue, who 
hasn't had a vacation in 43 years and, what is more, 
wouldn’t take one if it were handed to him on a silver 
platter. 

Other men are beset by alluring pictures of voyages 
on the Great Lakes, of fishing trips with phenomenal 
catches, of long, idle days of rest in the country, where 
one may loaf at ease and invite such soul as he pos- 
sesses, Vasquez goes on his way, as he has done for 
more than two-score years, undisturbed by such visions. 
Vacation?—the word to him is only a collection* of 
eight letters, of which he has nearly forgotten the 
meaning. If his employer, in a fit of ruthlessness, 
should compel him to lay off for a couple of weeks, he 
would probably ask himself what he had ever done to 
deserve such an outrage. 

A man so unique presents a baffling physiological 
problem. But the puzzle solves itself when one learns 
what Vasquez’s career has been. It has been one of 
continual adventure, «all within the city limits of St. 
Louis. And even today, when he is in his sixty-fifth 
year, he still finds his work so much fun that he would 
honestly decline to exchange it for a month in the 
Rockies. 

ew spectacles are so fascinating as watching the 
growth of a village into a great metropolis. If one 
had his choice of a front, seat for beholding this human 
drama, what point of vantage would he pick as af- 
fording the most intimate and interesting view? Cer- 
tainly the platform of a street car, from which one can 
see the steel rails extending farther and farther be- 
neath him, and conquering stretch after stretch of forest 
and field to the uses of the city. 

Vasquez has spent 46 years on the platférm of a 
street car, as muleteer, gripman, conductor and motor- 
man, and is still in the harness, as a motorman on the 
Kirkwood-Ferguson line. There he is known affection- 
ately to the countryside as “Dad,” and is beloved be- 
cause of his courteous readiness at any moment to dis- 
mount from his platform and aid a woman with a baby 
or a bundle to board the car. In point of length of 
service, he is the patriarch of St. Louis carmen. 

When the Civil War broke out, Vasquez was a lad 
of 10 years. His father, a farmer in Normandy, died 
when he was a few days old, and left him to the care 
of an uncle. In 1863, as he was as large as most boys 
of 18 or 19, he made ineffectual attempts to enlist in 
the Union army. He was even arrested four times in 
one day by conscription sergeants, who thought from 
his size that he was old enough to be drafted. 

Men were scarce in those days, and the 13-year-old 
boy, 52 years ago, got his first job as driver of a mule 
car on the Broadway line, of which William Tecumseh 
Sherman was president at the beginning of the war. 
The line ran from Salisbury street, where stood Fort 
No. 10, to the arsenal on Arsenal street, where the 
army officers of the district had their headquarters. 
Fully half of his passengers were soldiers. 

In 1866 the disbandment of the Union “armies re- 
leased thousands of men, who returned home looking 
for work. Vasquez lost his job to one of these veterans, 
and went out to work on a broom farm for the late 
Capt. Robert McCulloch, who afterwards became the 
head of the United Railways Co. Out on the farm, 
where Vasquez remained six years, he made during th 
long idle winters his last personal acquaintance with 
vacations—and the acquaintance, to judge by later de- 
velopments, did not leave a pleasant taste in his mouth. 

In 1872 he was again on with his first love, becoming 
a mule car driver on the Easton line. In the 43 years 
that have since elapsed,

grave robbers -were operating in the cemetery, and 
Vasquez says his hair stood on end while he worked 
with the mule to get it out of the ditch.

IFTY-TWO years ago, when he was 13 years . 

old, Vasquez drove a mule car on the

For six years he worked on a farm for the 
late Capt. Robert McCulloch. 

Forty-three years ago he again became a car — 
driver, and has never since taken a vacation. He 
has been mule driver, gripman, motorman and 
conductor. Passengers on the Kirkwood-Ferguson 
line, where he now works, know him as~“Dad.”’ 

He has seen St. Louis grow from a village, and 
remembers when there was a forest at Tenth 
street and Franklin avenue, and Vandeventer 
place was bounded by cornfields. He is 65 years

Suburban Garden he went back to the platform. “There 
were no schools for motormen in those days,” he re 
calls. “So I just turned on the juice and went ahead.” 

In all these years Vasquez has been obliged to lay 
off but once on account of an accident, and he modestly 
boasts that he has never caused the company to pay out 
$1 in personal injury claims. 

Vasquez has seen St. Louis grow almost from a vil- 
lage. He remembers when as a very small boy he came 
into town with his uncle to have his picture taken. 
The photographer had his gallery at Ninth street and 
Franklin avenue, and Vasquez says that at that time 
a forest reached to the point where Tenth street is 
now located. Even after the days of the cable cars 
on the Suburban line, Vandeventer place was the only 
street that was built up west of Grand avenue, and it 
was’ between cornfields. During the last 30 years he 
has watched the city spread from Grand avenue to the 
western city limits. 

When street cars were first run through the ter 
ritory that is now the West End residence section, 
houses were few in the district, and street car men 
were frequently held up by robbers. Vasquez suys his 
car was never molested, but he remembers many rob- 
beries and two instances in which car men were mur- 
dered by the bandits. “The seats of the cars ran along 
the sides, in those days,” Vasquez says, “and we al- 
ways kept a shotgun loaded with buckshot under the 
seat as a protection against robbers.” 

Vasquez is not sorry that he selected running a street 
car as his life work. He has always found it fascinat-

Although he has 
reached an age at which 
many men have retired, 
he has the muscles of 
an athlete.

He goes to 
bed early at night and 
arises early in the morn- 
ing, and he never drinks 
liquor. He has saved 
his money and invested 
it in real estate. 

His thrift has made 


it quite possible for him to take a protracted vacation, 
should he desire it. He recently sold at $80 a foot a 
piece of pronerty at 5935 ae avenue for which 
he paid $20 a foot 25 years ago.

Vasquez’s great-grandfather, Lieutenant - General 
Benito Vasquez, was of French ancestry, but was 
born in Spain. He came to St. Louis in 1776, when -'l 
the city lay east of Main street and extended -from 
Vine street to Chouteau avenue. He married a mem- 
ber of the Papin family, and fought in the war of 
1812 under Gen. Hamilton. 

Gen. -Vasquez held grants from the Spanish Govern- 
ment, covering 800 acres of land on which a portion 
of North St. Louis, including Calvary Cemetery, is 
now situated. The Vasquez family still has the orig- 
inal documents, but has made no effort to claim the 


land.

his slaves were seized by the British. Arthur Middle- 
ton, a graduate of Cambridge University, was impris- 
oned. The furniture in his home was destroyed and his 
collection of paintings, gathered in Europe, was cut 
to pieces. 

Richard Stockton of New Jersey, a Princeton grad- 
uate and a lawyer, was so impoverished that he was 
almost reduced to beggary, and had to borrow money 
with which to purchase bread. He was arrested, flung 
in jail, deprived of food and so brutally treated that 
he never recovered his health. His farm was laid in 
ruins, his house destroyed and his large library given 
to the flames. 

The only Welshman among the signers was Francis 
“ewis. Beginning as a clerk in a London counting 
nouse, he came to America with a stock of goods and 
set up as a merchant. He became one of the wealth- 
jest traders and ship-owners of his day. He startled 
England by sending a shipload of wheat to Liverpool. 
Although his trade interests were all with England, 
and although he wag not born in America, he signed 
his name with the rest. He saw his entire business 
swept i-om the seas and his mansion on Long Island 
plundered and wrecked. 

When Robert Morris signed he was the wealthiest 
and greatest merchant in America. His fleet of ships 
brought rich cargoes of goods from England. He had 
a hot-house ind an ice house, the first i1 America. His 


- financial prosperity depended on peace with the mother 
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AOHN HANCOCK, 
The firat signer of tbe Declaration, 
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country. Nevertheless, he did not hesitate when wealth 
was weighed against liberty. All of his commerce was 
banished from the seas. And, in addition, as the strug- 
gle went on, and Washington’s soldiers were in dire 
need of clothing, shoes, guns and ammunition, the 
Philadelphia merchant personally advanced $1,400,000— 
a staggering sum in those days—to his bankrupt and 
debt-ridden country. The end of the war found him 
relatively a poor man. 

Richard Henry. Lee of Virginia was the author of 
the resolution, proposed by him in Congress on June 
7, which led to the Declaration of Independence. “These 
United Colonies,” the resolution ran, “are, and of right 
ought to be, free and independent states. Therefore, 
they are absolved from all allegiance to the British 
crown and all political connection between ‘them and 
the State of Great Britain is, and’ ought to be, totally 
dissolved.” | 

As chairman of the committee empowered to draft 
the Declaration of Independence, Lee would have been 


handed down in history as its author, instead of Thomas | 
Jefferson, but for an*accident. ‘ Lee was called home 


by illmess in his family and the work fell to Jefferson, 
who, therefore, obtained the honor of penning one of 
the most momentous state papers ever issued.

To the British, Lee was a marked man because of 
his authorship of the “treasonable’” resolution. He 
had scarcely arrived home when a British captain of 
marines, at the head of a company of men, broke into 
his house. Their instructions “were to seize him as a 
traitor to the King. Capture, in that case, would prob- 
ably have been synonymous with hanging. Lee was 
saved by the devotion of his negro servants, who per- 
suaded the British captain that their master had re- 
turned to his duties in Philadelphia. 

The mep who brought on the Revolution were not 
the rabble of the Thirteen Colonies, but its foremost 
citizens of wealth and influence. In some respects it 
might have been called “a millionaire’s war,” if the 
word and the big fortunes it denotes had been in ex- 
istence in the eighteenth century. John Hancock, 
president of Congress, was a wealthy Boston merchant, 
who rode in state in a carriage drawn by six bay 
horses and dressed in cloth of gold and silver em- 
broidery. Yet, Hancock’s name was the only one signed 
to the declaration when it was first given out to the 
Philadelphia newspapers. 

Charles Carroll of Maryland put to the hazard a 
large fortune in lands and live stock. Benjamin Frank- 
lin jeopardized the opulent fortune he had won in his 
long, extraordinary career. Washington and Jefferson 
were rich, living in fine mansions and importing furni- 
ture, clothing and books from Europe. Francis Light- 
foot Lee lived in baronial state upon his great Vir- 
ginia plantation, worked by slaves. The famous Dr. 
Benjamin Rush of Philadelphia was ja wealthy physi- 
cian, of whom a contemporary said: “He esteemed 
the poor his best patients, :or God was their pay- 
master.” 

Thomas Nelson of Virginia was a rich planter, who 
hunted foxes, with his pack cf hounds and lived in the 
style of a country gentleman. He gave all of his prop 
erty to the cause of liberty and left his wife in poverty. 

Other wealthy Virginians who signed were Benjamin 
Harrison, who inherited three fortunes and owned 
lands, mills, vessels and a shipyard: and Carter Brax- 
tog, whe owned four large plantations. Ships sail-

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FOR WOMEN WITH THINNING HAIR 


NEW QUARTZ RAY 


Ultra-violet beams from electric lamp, 
used with encouraging results in 
200 cases of partial and total 
baldness, German scientist re- 
ports—Loss of hair a disease, he 
says, to be wiped out like typhoid 
or yellow fever 


ESPITE the “frightfulness” with which 
D pious Elisha some eenturies ago sought 


to stamp out what even then must have 

been an ancient and hoary joke, bald- 
ness and ribaldry ‘have always been, for some 
singular reason, closely related terms. The one 
is followed by the other like a shadow. In the 
preserves of so-called humor, it is always open 
season for hairless pates, and they are hunted 
without mercy. 

They are heartlessly derided as “polished 
domes,” “ivory cupolas” and “billiard balls.” The 
“bald-head row” of the theater provides the 
wheeze-smith with an inexhaustible fund of mirth, 
not without a ludricous tinge of scandal. Even 
the scientific terms for the affliction, when once 
their meaning is known, take on a comic air, de- 
spite their venerable Greek ancestry. There seems 
something diverting in the fact that “alopecia” . 
is the medical name for baldness, and one is not 
surprised to find that it is derived from a word: 
meaning fox-mange. When it is discovered that 
‘“nityriasis” signifies dandruff disease, the five- 
syllable vocable somehow appears to become droll. 

Nobody sympathizes with a bald man, complain 
the victims of hirsute aridity ; and the sight of a 
barren scalp, instead of arousing compassion, is 
instead a signal for merriment. With a bald 
woman it is even worse—her plight excites horror 
rather than amusement, and is to be concealed 
from the world, if possible, as if it were a crime 
instead of a misfortune. It would not be aston- 
ishing if many bald persons in secret sometimes 
wished they could invoke the ferocious means by 
which the Hebrew prophet punished the two-and- 
forty children who jeered at his desert poll. 


UT now at last comes science, wholly 
impérvious to humor, and brings sol- 
ace long-deferred to the legions of 
sthe bald by taking their affliction 
seriously. And science does not stop 
with grave compassion. It is cast- 
ing about for a means to be of prac- 

tical aid. Its hopes will not be satisfied until it 
is able to make a Sahara-like pate bloom &s a 
garden; until it can cause thousands of hairs to 
flourish where none grew before; until it has 
conquered baldness as it has already vanquished 
smallpox, typhoid and yellow fever. — 

That baldness is not an evil to be accepted as 
an “act of God,” but a disease which in many 
instances may be cured, is the inspiring message 
brought to a large section of humanity by Dr. 
Franz Nagelschmidt, a German savant, whose 
monograph, under the title of “Loss of Hair,” has 
been translated by Dr. Richard W. Mueller of 
New York. It is a.report on 200 cases of baldness 
treated by Dr. Nagelschmidt during several years 
with the rays of the quartz-lamp—an electric light 
with an arc made of quartz crystals. The light is 
of extremely short wave-length and high intensity, 
and is rich in ultra-violet rays. 

Some of the cases described are well-nigh mar- 
velous, supported, as they purport to be, by photo- 
graphs of the patients at various stages of the treat- 
ment. For instance, there is a 13-year-old girl, 
described as “Miss I. K.,” who from babyhood was 
subject to eczema, so that she became totally bald, 
losing even her eyebrows and lashes. For a year 
her scalp was exposed once a month to the quartz- 
rays, and then, says the author, “there appeared a 
fine growth of hair.” Today, he continues, seven years 
after treatment began, “the patient who was formerly 
totally bald possesses a luxuriant growth of wavy 
hair, 40 inches long.” 

Another case is that of a married woman, “Mrs. 
M. S.,” 30 years old. “She suffered 
from diffuse alopecia,” says the re- 
port, “and had had great hair loss 
leading to almost complete baldness, 
save for a few thin strands. She took 
one treatment, and did not return for 
a year, because she considered her- 
self cured; for, in two weeks after 
the single application of the rays, a 
new growth of hair showed itself. 
When she returned it was from three 
to six inches in length, and of a red- 
dish-blonde color, evenly grown, and 
less of a fiery red than her old hair 
had been.” 

‘Other striking instances are given 
verbatim from the monograph: : 

“Miss C. B., 26 years old. Alopecia 
pityroides. For two years had had 
loss of hair and irritation of the scalp. 
Hair thin agd all the long hair fallen 
out. On May 31, 1911, the rays. were 
applied. Presented herself again Oct. 
3, 1911. No more irritation of scalp. 
hair loss slight. March 2, 1912, again 
treated. There was already consid- 
erable new growth; dismissed cured. 
April 19, 1912, hair very much fonger, 
more than a yard in length, 

“Miss M., 37 years. Diffuse bald- 
ness. Hair had gradually become 
shorter and scarcely reached to the 
shoulder. In two years treated al-

rather puzzled to learn : 
that Ernest, Schwarz of | 
6310 Newstead. avenue, 
St. Louis, has spent 25 © 
years in assembling a | 
collection of 6000 
moths, among which, he asserts with 
much pride, there are no duplicates. 
If one wishes to make a collection 
of such insects, the layman will per- 
haps ask, why not choose butterflies? 
Are they not arrayed in more brilliant 
hues? Have they not been called the 
flowers of the air? Why, when one 
could obtain these gorgeous creatures 
for the same pains, should he take the 
trouble to gather thousands of shabby 
moths? 


The layman would ask these ques- 
tions simply because he is a layman. 
To the naturalist a col- 
lection of moths offers & 
far more possibilities 
than one of butterflies. 
To begin with, the 
species of moths out- 
number those of  but- 
terflies nearly 30 to one. 
In England, for instance, 
there are less than 70 
different kinds of butter- 
flies and about 2000 va- 
rieties of moths. A 
moth fancier, therefore, 
can form a cabinet many 
times more — extensive 
and various than is 
practicable to a  con-

sation of butterflies. 

In the next place, the moth as 
a thing of beauty should not be 
judged by its poor relation—the 
familiar and ugly household 
nuisance. It is true that as a 
general thing the coloring of 
moths is less gaudy than that of 
their cousins, the butterflies. 
But it is also true that some kinds 
of moths can put most butterflies 
to shame by the superior bril- 
liance of their dress; and that 
there are hundreds of species 
presenting a gober richness of 
coloring, and above all a delicacy 
and symmetry in the designs fig- 
ured upon their apparel, which to 
one of discriminating taste are 
often preferable to the more 
showy splendors of the butterfly. 

These reasons will explain why 
Schwarz has devoted a quarter 
of a century to an ardent pursuit of the 
moth in all of its forms and kinds. He 
has examples of nearly every species 
known in the United States, mostly 
caught by himself, and in addition many 
individuals of foreign species, obtained 
by exchange with other collectors. His 
gallery, which he keeps at his home, is 
considered one of the most complete pri- 
vate collections in the West. 


Wonder at the extent of the collection 
is increased by the fact that his work— 
Schwarz is a dairyman—occupies most 
of his time. He must be at his barns 
early in the morning and late in the 
evening. Only in the middle of the day 
has he been able to find time for the 
pursuit of his hobby. This increased his 
difficulties, -because moths, which are 
night fliers, are at noon usually tucked 
away for a nap in some hidden place. At 
night they are more easily trapped, ow- 
ing to the fatal fascination produced 
upon them by a strong light, to which 
they will flock in numbers. : 

However, he has lessened this handi- 
cap by his ability to distinguish the 
caterpillers of the various species of 
moths, which, although they hide themselves beneath 
leaves of the same color as their body, may still be 
found and captured in the daytime. He takes them 
to a laboratory fitted up in the front room of his 
home, and there has often watched one of the most 
beautiful and marvelous transformations in nature. 

As is well known, butterflies and moths undergo 
four stages of life, each so different from the other 
that it would seem impossible for the same indi- 
vidual to pass through the cycle. First is the egg, 
which becomes a caterpiller. This, in turn, buries 
itself in a grave of its own building—a cocoon spun 
of fine, silky threads. In due time the tomb op:ns 
and the perfect insect emerges, winged for fli hh‘ 
and often more gorgeously arrayed than Solomon in 
all his glory. Theref-~e, in the poetry and religion 
of many lands, the butterfly is pictured as a type of 
the soul and its resurrection. 

Among his many rare specimens, Schwarz is protd- 
est of his examples of Tetania, a brilliantly colored 
moth of medium size, which, he asserts, only two 
collectors save himseff have ever had the good for- 
tune to capture. One of. these was a man named 
Dodge in Louisiana, whose entire collection was de- 
stroyed by fire. Another specimen of the Tetania 
was taken in one of the Northern States. Schwarz 
captured -several of the species in 1904. He sent 
four to Dodge, to console him for the loss of his 
specimen, and two to the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington, D. C. 

Schwarz is largely a self-taught naturalist, having 
begun the study of insects when a boy in Germany. 
He has-acquired a large library of books on entomol- 
ogy, which he has studied devotedly in his spare 
moments. In consequence, he is able to classify any 
moth almost at a glance, and knows the Latin names 
of all the species in his collection. 

While none of the 6000 specimens in his chief col-

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that it was possible for them to accom- 
plish.

AJOR-GENERAL WILLIAM 
CRAWFORD GORGAS, 
Surgeon-General of _ the 
United States army, popu- 

larly credited with abolishing yellow 
fever, has written a most human 
book to show precisely where credit 
is due. “Sanitation in Panama” (D. 
Appleton & Co.), is the unattractive 
title of this remarkable work, a fitie 
that gives no hint of the réal scope 
of the work, of its romantic recital 
of an epoch making accomplishment 
in the sctences of prophylactics. 
Yellow fever has kttled millions of 


human beings in tropical America, 


has at times been epidemic in con- 
tinental United States, even extend- 
ing its rovages as far north as 
Quebec. Thirteen thousand lives 
were lost in the Mississippi Valley 
furing the epidemic of 1878—the 
deadliest and most- extensive epi- 
gemic of yellow fever which ever 
gfected the United States—and there 
was a consequent loss of wealth 
which is estimated at 100,000,000. 
Many lives were lost in our Southern 
cities during succeeding epidemics, 
which continued up to 1898—when 
our soldiers took possession of Cuba 


and our army's medical corps began The score of sceptics, who doubted the theory that mosquitoes carry the germ of yellow 
fever, toppled over a screened vestibule in their haste to escape when ; 
twenty insects by accident got out of a glass jar cage. 


the work of stamping out this>dis- 
ease in Havana where it had been 
endemic (that is, present all the 
year round) since 1762. How the stamping owt was 
accomplished, the mistakes that were made, the fail- 
ures that disheartened if they did mot discredit our 
medical men and the finding of the road to success is 
richiy told by Dr. Gorgas: 


HEN we went to Havana in 1898 we 

knew no more of the sanitation of 

yellow fever than we had known a 

century before. The army which 

went to Santiago suffered as severely 

from yellow fever and other tropical 

diseases as any military expedition 

into the tropics had suffered before that time, and its 


death rate, had it remained, would have been just as 


high as was that of the French army of similar size, 
which was exterminated in the island of Haiti just one 
hundred years before. 

“Being immune to yellow fevef, I made application 
to go with the troops that took possession of Havana. 
We arrived there in December, 1898. The military 
authorities concluded that this was the opportunity 
which the United States had been awaiting for the-past 


. two hundred years. Thinking that yellow fever was a 


filth disease, they believed that if we could get Havana 
clean enough, we could free it from yellow fever. It 
was felt that if we could eliminate Havana as a focus 
of infection, the United States would cease to be subject 
to epidemics. 

“The city was cleaned as well as it was possible to 
cleanse it. This remark applies as well to the private 
premises as to the public highways. Energetic and 
capable army officers were placed at the head of various 


municipal departments, and these departments were 
‘ thoroughly organized and made as efficient as possible. 
.By the middle of the year 1900 al) the eity governments 


yere perfectly organised, and were accomplishing al!

things, but had even made them worse. They called 


attention to the fact that the very cleanest and best s 


kept portions of the city were by far the worst sufferers. 
from yellow fever, and the evidence was so staringly 
before our eyes that we had to acknowledge the truth 
of what they said.” ‘ 

Surgeon-General Wyman had indorsed the view of 
a commission which held that Sanarelli’s bacillus caused 
yellow fever. He disregarded Dr. H. R. Carter’s work’ 
in Mississippi which placed the blame for infection on' 
a certain mosquito. Subsequently the Sanarelli bacillus 
was shown to have nothing to do with yellow fever and 
the mosquito theory was proved correct through the, 
work of Drs. Reed, Carroll, Lazear (who lost his life), 
Agramonte, Finlay and others, including Gorgas. 

The female stegomyia was identified as the carrier of 
a sub-microscopic germ, which has never been isolated, 
It was learned that blood food is an essential prelimi- 
nary. to ovulation in mosquitoes; that the female stego- 
myia becomes infected and ,\ carrier of yellow fever by 
biting a human being during the first three or four days 
of the disease; and that it cannot transmit the disease 
until nine to twenty days after it has bitten a. yellow 
fever patient. It was believed for a time that persons 
might be rendered immune by being infected under 
favorable circumstances and so given yellow fever in a 
mild form. This did not prove true; but was the rea- 
son for much experimentation and high hope. Dr. 
Gorgas tells the following apropos story: 

“We announced that we were ready at Las Animas 
Hospital to immunize against this disease anyone who 
wished to be treated in this way. There was no lack 
of applicants. This was in February, 1901. Most of the 
work of the Army Board had been done during the 
preceding fall, and at this time we had only one in- 
fected mosquite left, which had been given us by Dr. 
Reed. This old lady was a veteran in every sense. She

had given several people yellow fever, but her greatest 
claim to celebrity was the fact that it had been 57 
days between the first case of fever and the last one 
which she had given. 

“In all Havana there is probably rot a single fire- 
place or other means of artificial heat, so we sent to 
the United States and imported an oil stove wherewith 
to keep her ladyship’s room always at summer tempera- 
ture. Her home was a large giass jar on .a table in 
the center of a sumshiny room. In this jar was hung 
a lump of white sugar an which she fed when hungry, 
and to this was added now and then a small piece of 
banana. A small vessel containing water was also kept 
in the jar. In order that she might have a plentiful 
supply of fresh air, the glass top was not placed upon 
the jar, but a sleeve of mosquito netting was tied over 
its top. : 

“One morning about daylight I got a message stating 
that her ladyship was in a most critical and desperate 
plight, as some time during the night she had gotten 
her wing caught in a mesh of the mosquito netting, and 
had struggled to free herself for so long a time that 
when she was discovered by the attendant in the morn- 
ing, she was almost dead. I rapidly dressed and hur- 
ried to the hospital. Similar messages had been sent 
to Dr. Ross and Dr. Guiteris. We found her condition 
even worse than had been represented. Two or three 
of the doctors on the staff of the hospital had been 
promptly called in, and the services of several of our 
trained nurses had been likewise obtained. Her wing 
had been gently liberated from the mesh of the net- 
ting, and her ladyship laid upon a‘soft bed of cotton 
batting. The oil stove was started up, and the room 
brought to a very hot summer temperature, but it was 
all of no avail. She finally ceased to kick about 9 o’clock 
in the morning, and died with a larger attendance of 
doctors and nurses around her table than had ever 
been present around the deathbed of any mere human in 
the city of Havana. 

“This account may sound somewhat exaggerated, but 
‘he scene still comes back to my mind’s eye very vividly, 

how earnest and serious we all 

were. A half dozen of the lead- 
, ing practitioners of Havana 
were sittting around the death- 
bed of this mosquito, looking 
and feeling exceedingly mourn- 
ful and depressed. And it was 
' avery heavy blow to the Health 

Department of Havana. It was 

well on into the summer, the 

month of July, before we suc- 
ceeded in getting another in- 
fected mosquito, and in proceed. 
ing with our vaccination work.” 

The number of fatalities re- 

sulting from this vaccination 
work caused its abandonment. 
Much of the work incident to 
the scientific proof of the mos- 
quito theory was done by Dr. 
Guiteras who, says Dr. Gorgas: 
“invited to the hospital some 
fifteen or twenty members of 
the International Sanitary Con- 
gress who had expressed them- 
selves as being particularly 
skeptical ‘with regard to the 
mosquito theory of the trans- 
mission of yellow fever. This 
congress assembled in Havana 
during the month of February, 
1902. The laboratory at Las 
‘Animas was the room I have 
Just described as being the home 
‘of the mosquito known as ‘Her 
‘Ladyship.’ It was carefully 
screened with wire netting at all the windows, and the 
single door was protected by a vestibule which itself 
had double doors. This vestibule was built upon a plat- 
form some four feet above the ground and just outside 
the door of the laboratory. The visitors pretty well 
filled the small room. Dr. Guiteras started at one end 
of his laboratory, explaining that in this jar he had the 
eggs of the stegomyia mosquito, and invited his visitors 
'o examine them; in the next jar, the larvae: in the 
ext, the pupae; in the next, the young mosquitoes 
just born, and in the last jar, the mosquitoes which had 
passed their period of extrinsic incubation and were 
auow ready to convey yellow fever. 

“While handling this jar, the sleeve of mosquito net- 
ting accidentally slipped off, and a dozen or more 
mosquitoes soared toward the ceiling of the room. Our 
[visitors stood for a moment dumfounded, open-mouthed 
and wide-eyed. Then each one of the twenty, at the 
same moment, made a rush for the door. The vesti- 
bule was smal! and would hold onty about four persons, 
so that the pressure from behind toppled it over onto 
the ground four feet below, and in a moment, there 
were some twenty gentlemen in a pile on the ground 
struggling to get as far as possible from these deadly 
lady mosquitoee. 

“Dr. Guiteras afterwards assured us that his mosqui- 
toes had never bitten a sick man and were not infected: 
that he was only demonstrating the processes of mo- 
squito-breeding and infection that would have to be 
carried out in the vaccination process. Our visitors 
laughingly acknowledged that, at any rate, their sub- 
conscious selves had been convinced of the correctness 
of the theory of the mosquito transmission of yellow 
fever.” 

When Dr. Gorgas went to Panama he complains, he 
was handicapped by the commission:

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n American Triumph of Peace Bought at 
the Price of One .Day of Satan

WN the valley of the Rio 
Grande River on the 
border between the 
United States and Mex- 
ico, engineers of the 
United States Govern- 
ment have almost fin- 

ished the greatest reclamation 
project ever attempted. At a 
cost of $10,000,000 the Elephant Butte Dam in New 
Mexico, which will turn 180 square miles of almost 
worthless desert into fertile farms, has been construct- 
ed. For three years from the time the water was 
turned into the gigantic reservoir, the entire flow of the 
Rio Grande will be required to fill it. This artificial 
lake is 40 miles long and from three to six miles 
wide. It will hold 650,000,000 gallons, or enough to 
cover 2,000,000 acres of land with water to a depth 
of one foot. 

The work on the dam was started in the spring of 1911 
and more than 1000 workmen have been employed on 
the construction ever since that time. When the project 
is finally completed 110,000 acres of land in New Mex- 
ico, 45,000 acres in Texas and 25,000 acres in Old Mexico 
will be irrigated. Five hundred and fifty thousand cubic 
yards of solid masonry will have been put in place. This 
masonry forms a mass, which, if placed on a tract of 
land of the dimensions of an ordinary city block, would 
cover the tract to a height equal to that of a 13-story 
building. This masonry has been placed at the rate of 
1225 cubic yards daily. 

All the gates of the dam have been put in place a 
the water in the reservoir stands at 37 feet above the 
old river bed. When it is filled the average depth will 
be 66 feet. 

The Elephant Butte Dam project far surpasses in mag- 
nitude the Assuan Dam on the Nile in Egypt, which 
has in the past been regarded as the climax of possibili- 
ties in irrigation. As a matter of actual figures, the 
Nile dam holds only half'as much water as will be con- 
tained back of the Elephant Butte dam. 

The dam itself is 1200 feet long and will be 304 feet 
high at the highest point. A permanent roadway 16 feet 
wide is being constructed on top. The dam gradually 
widens to the base, forming a concrete foundation, 
against which the raging torrents from the streams of 
the Rocky Mountains will beat for centuries without 
effect. 

In the construction of the reservoir it was necessary 
to wipe out three small towns; and although the popu- 
lation was not large, the property values which were 
made good by the Government represented in the aggre- 
gate a considerable sum,

Another town sprang up for the army of workmen. A 
railroad 15 miles long was built to haul material to the 
place where the dam was erected. In fact, the prelim- 
inary work was not a small part of the undertaking. 
Plants for the manufacture of cement, buildings for the 
housing of the workmen, a store, power station, trans- 
mission lines and a great embankment at a gap in the 
hits northwest of the dam proper had to be provided. 

Construction of main flumes, cofferdams, excavation in 
the river bed for abutments and the building of roads 
were among the preliminary tasks presented to the en- 
gineers. The cost, with the exception of $1,000,000, will 
eventually be paid back into the Government reclama- 
tion fund by land owners who will benefit by the dam, 
and will again be used by the Government for reclama- 
tion work in some other section of the country. 

The $1,000,000 was appropriated outright and is being 
used for that ~rtion of the work which will benefit 
farmers in Old Mexico. The appropriation was made to 
furnish this water in settlement of several million dol- 
lars in claims which the Mexican Government had pre- 
sented to the United States, for damages to land on the 
Mexican side, as a result of the water from the river be- 
ing wsed in small irrigation projects on the American 
side, thus robbing Mexican farms of water which natural- 
ly would have gone to them. 

Something of what is to be expected as a result of 
the work is demonstrated by the small tracts that have 
been irrigated by private irrigation syle The great 
dam will connect two division dams alr y completed. 
One of these, at Leasburg, waters 25,000 acres in what is 
known as the rich Mesilla Valley. It has been wonder- 
fully productive. Farmers in this section have received 
a profit of $600 an acre from truck in a single year. At 
other points along the Rio Grande in both Texas and 
New Mexico, small dams have brought tracts of land 
under irrigation and made it possible to raise bounteous 
crops. 

The same fertility will be found on the 155,000 acres 
around the new dam in New Mexico and Texas. Great 
valleys which have hitherto produced only during the 
infrequent years that nature was kind enough to send 
more than the average rainfall, will be reached by the 
water from the irrigation canals and large yields will 


be assured. 

The statement that the res 
ervoir will hold three years’ 
flow of water of the Rio 
Grande River shows the great- 
ness of the project. The Rio 
Grande is one of the longest 
rivers in the United States. 
It forms far up in Cole 
rado and is fed by rivers and streams extending much 
further to the* north. It flows through a portion of 
Colorado, across New Mexico and forms the border be- 
tween Texas and Mexico, finally reaching the Gulf. 

Extensive irrigation from the river without the aid of 
a great dam and reservoir is impossible, because of the 
rapidity with which the stream changes from a raging 
torrent to a bed of dry sand. 

With the completion of the dam and other irrigatir %,, 
projects which will follow a great future for New Mex- 
ico is assured. New Mexico lies in the heart of the arid 
section of America. She has 122,460 square miles of 
broad plains, rugged mountains, sage brush deserts; 
greater in extent than all New England, with New York 
and New Jersey thrown in, but with a population of little 
more than half that of St. Louis. 

So many generations ago that no records are left, a 
mighty civilization is said to have flourished in this ter- 
ritory. When Coronado sailed up the Rio Grande, In- 
dians were leading the waters of the river over their 
fields and. blossoming gardens. 

But with the coming of civilization, led by the Span- 
iards, who sought only gold, the ancient irrigation sys- 
tem was abandoned, and for many generations this land 
which will now be made fertile, was left idle. 

When New Mexico became a part of the United States 
fully one-third of its area was included in Mexican and 
Spanish land grants, which for vears afterwards were 
unconfirmed and therefore paid no taxes, and were not 
available to settlers. The Indians and their Mexican 
neighbors had been irrigating their few crops through 
ditches constructed hundreds of years before. 

Little more than a quarter or a century ago, with 
the arrival of a railroad, new settlers began to inhabit 
the section and modern irrigation systems were first 
thought of. The ditches these farmers made soon de- 
creased the water supply in the Rio Grande, so that 
further development was impossible unless storage water 
was provided. This resulted in many of the old ditches 
being abandoned and thousands of acres were left to 
parch till the coming of Uncle Sam with his engineers, 
whose work will turn the cr‘d desert into fertile fields. 
which will again be green with crops, as they were cen- 
turies ago, before the white man invaded the territory.

ing from the wharf near Mt. Vernon, Washington’s 
home, bore Braxton’s corn and tobacco to England 
and returned bene: books, plate, wimes, clothing and fur- 
niture. 

Joseph ewes of North Carolina was a prosperous 
importer. The Revolution ruined his business. Wil- 
liam Paca’s estates in Maryland were near the British 
lines and exposed to instant reprisal. Caesar Rodney 
of Delaware risked the spoliation of his rich and Broad 
acres. George Taylor, once a day laborer, was married 
to a rich Pennsylvania widow who brought him a large 
iron works. 

The residence of George Clymer, also of Pennsylvania, 
was sacked. He was a man of bold and dominating tem- 
per. He held, as he himself stated, that a representa- 
tive of the people is appointed to think for, not with, 
his constituents. After the war an Englishman taunted 
him with the jeer that Americans were “but imperfectly 
civilized.” He replied that American laws were not so

John Witherspoon, president of Princeton University, 
had been in this country but eight years when the war 
began. Yet, he was with a whole heart on the side of 
the revolution, and was Speaker of the Continental Con- 
gress. “We are not ripe for a declaration of inde- 
pendence,” said a conservative member of Congress to 
Witherspoon. “In my Judgment, sir,” retorted the 
Speaker, in his rich Scotch burr, “we are not only ripe 
fs signature to the declaration cost him 
the plundering of his farm. But he lived through his 
dangers and losses and at the age of 70 years married a 
young lady of 23. 

Jefferson wrote the Declaration of Independence, but 
it was John Adams who passed it through Congress. He 
was the “whip” and the manager who sent Samuel 
Chase to Maryland and Dr. Rush through Pennsylvania 
for the purpose of creating public sentiment in favor of 


independence. 


Adams was 41 years old when the Declaration was 
adopted by Congress. He was, by industry and thrift, 
accumulating a competence, and had written to his re- 
markable wife, Abigail, that they must bé economical for 
the sake of their children. But he was not afraid to 
stake, in the most conspicuous manner, his all upon 
the cause of the revolution. He was no less an enemy 
of England than was Samuel, the other Massachusetts 
Adams, who was known at home and among his col- 
leagues in Congress as ‘‘the poor gentleman.” 

Of the 56 signers of the declaration, all but eight were 
born in America. Two were natives of England, two 
of Scotland, three of Ireland and one of Wales. They 
were not emotional youths bent on war and adventure, _ 
for their average age was 43 years and 10 months. 
Twenty-seven were graduates of American or European 
colleges. Twenty-five had traveled in Europe, 24 were 
lawyers, 13 were farmers or planters, nine were mer- 
chants and five were physicians. Each of them, as has 
been said,  g died without a stain upen his honor or his 
character. 
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“had occurred in Panama. 


“From the very beginning the commission underesti- 
mated the magnitude of the sanitary operations, as well 
as their cost, and when the sanitary authorities urged 
upon them more extensive preparation and larger 
expenditure, they thought us visionary and more or less 
lost confidence in us. 

“Conditions with regard to yellow fever kept going 
from bad to worse during the first six months of 1905. 
In April, 1905, several of the higher officials died of 
yellow fever. This caused wide-spread panic among the 
whitcs, and very great demoralization to the work itself. 

“Finally, in June, 1905, the Governor and Chief En- 
gineer, members of the Executive Committee of the 
commission, united in a recommendation to the Secre- 
tary of War that the Chief Sanitary Officer and Dr. 
Carter and those who believed with them in the mos- 
quito theory, should be relieved, and men with more 
practical views be appointed in their stead. 

“Fortunately for the cause of sanitation, the then 
President of the United States had been in office when 
the work at Havana had been done by us. He told 
the commission that the mosquito theory had been es- 
tablished beyond peradventure; that its ap»lication had 
been. entirely successful at Havana, wheregyellow fever 
had been more firmly established and established for a 
longer time than at Panama. He declined to sanction 
the change recommended, and directed that every pvs- 
sible support and assistance be extended to the sanitary 
officials. 

“During the fall of 1905 yellow fever rapidly de- 
creased, and by November the last case of this disease 
This fact quieted alarm on 
the Isthmus, and gave the sanitary officials great pres- 
tige, not only among the now large body of canal em- 
ployes, but also among the native population living on 
the Isthmus. 

“It is interesting to speculate upon what might have 
been the result if the recommendation in regard to 
changing the sanitary officials had been carried into 
effect. At that time, in June, 1905, most of the phy- 
sicians who had had experience with yellow fever had 
not been won over to the truth of the theory of its 
transmission by the mosquito. It was reported on the 
Isthmus that one of the most prominent and ablest of 
these physicians, who did not believe that the mosquito 
transmission of yellow fever had been proved, and who 
was convinced that he himself had controlled yellow 
fever acting upon the filth theory*of its causation, had 
been settled upon @s my successor. Had this been the 
cage he would undoubtedly have stopped mosquito work 
and devoted his attention entirely to cleaning up, as is 
indicated by the filth theory of the causation of the dis- 
ease. 

“This would probably have been kept up for two or 
three years, and there is no reason for believing that 
our condition on the Isthmus in 1908 would have been 
any better than was that of the French atthe height 
of their work, when they were having a death rate 
of 250 per thousand per year of their employes. 

“It would apparently have been demonstrated that 
nothing could control yellow fever on the Isthmus, and 
the belief then generally held that it was the most un- 
healthy place in the world would have been still further 
confirmed. 4nd while it is probable that eventually the 
mosquito theory of yellow fever would have become es- 
tablished somewhere else, its apparent failure at Panama 
would have given it a blow from which it would have 
taken years to recover. 

“At the same time that yellow fever work was com- 
menced, an attack was also made upon malaria. Mr. 
Joseph L. Le Prince, who was in charge of similar work 
in Havana, was placed in charge of this work. 

“The anopheles, the malarial mosquito, is peculiarly 
a country mosquito. In general, he likes clear, fresh 
water in which grass and algal are plentiful, such as is 
found along the banks of the small mountain streams 
of Panama, or the fresh water ponds and pools. The 
grass and algal give protection to the larvae from the 
fish, Wherever the small fish can easily gain access, 
there mosquitoes cannot breed. 

“Against malaria laborers cut the brush and under- 
growth within two hundred yards of all villages, houses 


and dwellings, and who also cut the grass within this 
area whenever it reached a foot in height. This was 
done for several reasons. The adult mosquito is de- 
stroyed by wind or sublight, and he seeks all sorts of 
shrubbery, grass and foliage for protection against both 
of these enemies. Thefefore, if the brush, shrubbery 
and high grass is cleared off within two hundred yards 
around a dwelling, there is no shelter for the mosquito 
from either the wind or sunlight, and there are there- 
fore no mosquitoes within this area. . 

“Besides curing the malarial patient after he had 
gotten the parasite into his blood, it was the desire of 
the Sanitary Department to have the blood of all per- 
sons .on the Isthmus in such condition that it would 
not harbor The parasite. We believed that if everybody 
would take five grains of quinin a day, this quinin 
would be absorbed into the blood and render the blood 
sO poisonous to the malarial parasite that when the 
parasite was injected into the blood by the mosquito 
it could not thrive and develop, but would die. 

“With the object of getting ad many people as pos- 


The turkey gobbler, after acquiring a fondness for 
quinine tablets, ate so many one day that he 
had a bad case of staggers. 
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sible to take quinin every day, each district physician 
had attached to his staff one or more quinin dis- 
pensers. This quinin dispenser was a man furnished 
with quinin in various forms, who spent the day going 
about among the laborers offering them quinin. It was 
the endeavor of the district physician to have each 
laborer once a day offered quinin. 

“By these methods we succeeded, wh@ the use of 
quinin was at its maximum, in getting our force to take 
about forty thousand doses per day. Under some cir- 
cumstances we requiréd our employes to take quinin. 
At Taboga, down in Panama Lay, we had a convalescent 
hospital where the men were sent to spend a week or 
two when convalescing from the severer forms of 
malarial fever. A man with malarial parasites in his 
blood was a source of infection and of danger to his 
well companiors. With the idea of being certain to 
kill all the parasites in his blood, he was required to 
continue large doses of quinin for a week or ten days 
after the stoppage of his fever. But such is the nature 
of man that as soon as you begin to force him to doa 
thing, from that moment he begins to seek ways by 
which he can avoid doing the thing you are trying to 


force upon him. 
“A certain number of men, when .-they were given

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their daily dose of quinin in the dispensary, would 
manage to throw their tablets out of the dispensary 
window. The old turkey gobbler that was the pet of 
the hospital seemed to like the stimulating effect of the 
quinin and gobbled up all the tablets he could find. He 
became so dissipated in this way that he finally devel- 
oped quinin amblyopia. This amblyopia is a species of 
blindness that is sometimes caused by too much quinin. 
The doctor finally had to confine his old gobbler and 
keep him away from quinin tablets until he recovered 
his sight. I cannot vouch for this story, but I was 
often twitted with it as an illustration of how the men 
were treating prophylactic quinin.” 

Dr. Gorgas praises the French hospital service which, 
in spite of the great number of death that occurred 
under it, was far in advanee of anything in America 
when it was established. The deaths would not have 
occurred if the mosquito theory of the origin of yellow 
fever infection had been understood at that time. Dr. 
Gorgas says: 

“On the next hill, about a quarter of a mile from the 
old yellow fever wards of Ancon Hospital, is the Tivoli 
Hotel. This hotel is owned and operated by the Canal 
Commission, and for the last few years has been filled 
with visitors from abroad, principally from the United 
States, who were, of course, entirely unacclimated. 
During the months of the dry season the hotel is 
crowded, and for-the last two years ft has been kept 
full nearly all the year round. During these last two 
years about thirty thousand sightseers have visited the 
Isthmus. ° 

This hotel is practically unscreened. While the doors 
and windows are provided with screens, such screen- 
ing, where there are many doors and windows, is so 
imperfect that in the tropics it gives little protection 
against yellow fever and malaria. No attempt at all 
was made to screen the galleries of this hotel. Hun- 
dreds of visitors spent the whole evening on these 


galleries until 12 and 1 o'clock at night, yet we had 


no cases of yellow fever or malaria developing frem 
such exposure. If this had occurred ten years before 
and three hundred of these unacclimated visitors from 
the United States had sat for an hour or two after sun- 
set on this gallery, exposed to the deadly night air, it 
would probably have meant that every single one of 
them would have contracted fever, and a considerable 
number of them would have died. The only difference 
between now and then is that we have drained and 
cleaned the country around this hotel, so that now 
there are no pools or puddles, or places of any kind 
within two hundred yards of the hotel where mos- 
quitoes can breed, and consequently there are no mos- 


quitoes. 
“The first guests in the Tivoli Hotel were President 


‘Roosevelt and his party, who were there in November, 


1906. I succeeded in getting the authorities to screen 
thoroughly the portion of the building occupied by the 
President.” : 

Dr. Gorgas believes that the tropics is the natural 
home of man, that he throve in tropical lands until 
disease developed which drove him to temperate lands 
and that the conquering of these diseases (as yellow 
fever and malaria have been conquered) will draw man 
back to his ancient home. 

“No doubt the great centers of civilization will re 
main for centuries much as they are at present. The 
white settlers will go to the valleys of the Amazon ~ 
and Congo, building up large agricultural communities 
which: will supply the European and American centers 
located as they are at present with their food supply. 
But in the course of ages the centers of civilization will 
move to where a given amount of labor will produce 
the largest amount of food. 

“The discovery of the Americas was a great epoch 
in the history of the white man, and threw large areas 
of fertile and healthy country open to his settlement. 
The demonstration made at Panama that he can live 
a healthy life in the tropics will be an equally important 
milestone in the history of the race, and will throw 
just as large an area of the earth’s surface open to 
man’s settlement, and a very much more productive 
area.”

The author gives the following account of the quartz 
ray lamp and his method of using it: 

The are of quartz crystals, through which a powerful 
electric current is passed, is enclosed in a tube of 
melted quartz. This is highly permeable to ultra-violet 


rays. Above the tube is a dome-like cover of nickel, - 


which acts as a reflector. On account of the high 
ing point of quartz, the lamp can be driven at a rela- 
tively high power, so that a very intense light may be 
obtained. The development of heat is not considerable. 
The patient is placed so that the areas to be illumi- 
nated are 10 or 12 inches below the light. The first 
exposure should not be longer than 10 minutes for 
blonds and 20 minutes for brunettes. The vigorous 
effect of the rays is shown by the fact that the skin 
exposed at first turns red and then deepens into a 
brown, which, however, afterwards disappears. For 
this reason, it is advised to cover carefully with cotton 
wadding those parts of the skin not to be treated. The 
eyes should be protected with very dark glasses. — 
In the case of women wearing thin or open-work 
waists, the shoulders, throat, breast, back and upper 
part of the arms should be covered with thick, dark- 
colored cloth, or several folds of towels, or thick cotton 
batting. Otherwise the rays will trace en their skins in 
dark pigmentation the pattern of thetr.opernwork watsts.
